Turner—finance minister 
in Trudeau’s cabinet for 3'^ 
years, Rhodes scholar, bilin¬ 
gual, hand.some, articulate 
and wealthy—has been 
hounded by reporters since 
he quit the government four 
years ago with one question: 


Would he one day seek the 
leadership he lost to Trudeau 
at a 1968 convention in Ot¬ 
tawa? 

Exuding the star quality of 
a Ted Kennedy, Turner was 
talked about as prime minis¬ 
terial timber wherever he 
went. When Lester Pearson 
stepped down as party lead¬ 
er in 1968, Turner seemed a 


likely heir—until Trudeau 
snatched the prize away. 

And when Trudeau an¬ 
nounced his resignation Nov. 
21, all eyes tum^ to Turner, 
now a senior partner in a 
Toronto law firm. 

But Turner’s statement, 
read in English and French 
and followed by a few 
minutes of questions and an¬ 
swers, did not rule out the 
possibility of a draft-Tumer 
movement by delegates at 
the March leadership con¬ 
vention in Winnipeg. 

Such a movement, how¬ 


ever, has no tradition in Ca¬ 
nadian politics. 

The statement also did not 
explain Turner’s recent ap¬ 
pearances at Liberal party 
functions, including a young 
Liberal convention, which 
have led to speculation he 
wanted the leadership. 

“Four years ago when 1 
resigned from the govern¬ 
ment and later from my seat 
in the House of Commons, of 
which 1 was a member for 
over 13 years, 1 decided that 
1 was leaving public life for 
good.

— .Search and rescue person¬ 
nel found a fourth body Mon¬ 
day near a fishing boat that 
washed ashore on a bleak 
strip of shoreline about 75 
kilometres north of here. 

The bodies of a man, a boy 
and a girl were discovered 
.Sunday aboard the 10-metre 
gillnetter, which had left 
here Dec. 2. An intensive 
air-sea seareh was continu¬ 
ing for six others. Police had 
not yet identified the dead. 

A re.scuc spokesman said 
weather was calm Monday 
morning but a storm was 
moving in and threatening to 
hamper the search effort. 

The first three bodies were 
discovered by the crew of a 
search helicopter that spot¬ 
ted the wreck, which lay split 
in two at Tree Point, 10 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of Kinco- 
lith. 

The boat had a 2'^;-metre 
aluminum skiff which has 
not been accounted for. It is 
not known if the .skiff was 
with the boat when it left this 
north coast city for what 
should have been a 7t4-hour 
trip. 

(In board were Roy Mon- 
stad, 44, and his three chil¬ 
dren Tommy, 14, Tina 10, 
and Robert, 9; Judy Stevens,

New fighting erupted in 
the northeastern Iranian city 
of Tabriz Monday and, in one 
of his harshest attacks to 
date. Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini called President 
Carter a “traitor” and urged 
American voters not to re¬ 
elect him. 

In another outburst that 
threw the fate of the 50 
American hostages into fur- 
ther doubt, Khomeini 
blamed the growing crisis in 
Tabriz on “American spies 
(.sent) from the embassy” in 
'Tehran, which is now being 
held by Islamic militants. 

As the 50 U.S. hostages 
spent their 37th day in cap¬ 
tivity, the crisis in Tabriz 
took new turns for the worse 
Monday. Fresh fighting 
erupted between Khometiit 
supporters and the followers 
of Ayatollah Kazem Shariat- 


madari, the spiritual leader 
of Iran’s Turkish-speaking 
minorities. 

Tehran Radio said at least 
three people were killed and 
20 wound^ in fighting Mon¬ 
day around the government 
television and radio complex 
in Tabriz, raising the toll 
since Sunday to at least 12 
dead and 80 injured. 

Shariatmadari meanwhile 
issued his own sharp attack 
on Khomeini’s regime and 
refused to order his thou¬ 
sands of followers to disband 
until the government ac¬ 
cepts their demands for 
wider self-rule in the Turk¬ 
ish-speaking provinces.

Greater Victoria drivers will jDay an average of 
$10 more for car insurance next year compared with a 
decrease for their counterparts in other parts of the 
province, the head of the Insurance Corp. of B.C. said 
Monday. 

Robbie Sherrell, president of ICBC, announced 
the new rate schedule, blaming rising operating costs 
and claims for the 10-per-cent increase in basic rates 
for all coverage. 

Victoria drivers, who paid an average of $167 for 
car insurance this year, will see their premiums rise 
to $177.

Vancouver-area drivers 
will pay average premiums 
of $253 in 1980 compared with 
$270 this year. 

Southern Interior drivers 
will get an $8 average reduc¬ 
tion and northern B.C. car- 
owners will receive an aver¬ 
age $18 drop. 

Despite the average re¬ 
duction, Sherrell added, 915,- 
000 of the 1.7 million B.C. 
drivers will pay bigger pre¬ 
miums effective Jan. 1. 

Of the 729,431 policyhold¬ 
ers who will benefit from 
the reductions, 375,000 will 
get a cut of $5 to $49. 

Sherrell stated that the re¬ 
ductions for many of the 
drivers were due to changes 
in the rating policy and the 
first phase of the govern¬ 
ment’s new Fundam.ental 
Auto Insiirance.Rating plan, 
which calls for a lowering of 
rates for 215,000 young driv¬ 
ers and the removal of sex 
and marital status as factors 
in rate-setting. 

He admitted that there 
was an anomaly in that most 
drivers will have to pay a 
higher premium despite the 
fa'ct that the average pay¬ 
ment will drop. 

The average premium in 
B.C. has been estimated at 
$217 for 1980, a drop of $11 
from this year’s provincial 
average. 

Under the new insurance 
package, compulsory mini¬ 
mum for third-party liability 
will rise to$100,000 from $75,' 


000 and benefits for no-fault 
accidents and death will also 
increase from a weekly dis¬ 
ability benefit payment rate 
of $75 to $100. Funeral ex¬ 
penses will also rise from 
$750 to $1,000. 

Included in some new op¬ 
tions is an under-insured 
motorist coverage, which 
comes into effect when the 
motorist who is at fault has 
insufficient coverage to pay 
claims. In such cases, Sher¬ 
rell said, the liability limit is 
increased to the limit car¬ 
ried by the victim. 

A recent interim report 
showed a 12-per-cent rise in 
average reported claims and 
a 16-per-cent increase in 
average bodily Injury claim 
costs to the corporation.

Bennett, who appeared to 
be dressed more for the ski 
slopes and hot chocolate 
than tea (two sweaters), 
said he’d willing to give 
.some answers at a press con¬ 
ference later this week. He 
also accused some of his visi¬ 
tors of trying to make a 
“m'edia event” out of a little 
get-togther that was really a 
“courtesy” on his part. 

But some of those who 


have been covering the 
“play-dirty” affair since its 
beginning, didn’t see things 
the same way. 

They made it clear that 
they couldn’t deal with off- 
the-record comments as 
questionable events were 
still unfolding around them.

Oil customers 
warn OPEC 
of ‘solidarity’ 

PARIS (CP) — International Energy Agency 
members have served notice on the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries that consuming 
states have reached a “new solidarity” in their 
efforts to deal with the chaotic world oil market, 
Canada’s Energy Minister Ray llnatyshyn said 
Monday. 

llnatyshyn told reporters after a one-day meet¬ 
ing of the energy agency that a commitment by 
seven major industrialize countries in Tokyo last 
summer to limit oil imports has been expanded to 
include many more countries. 

There is agreement, too, he said, to develop a 
better system of monitoring oil transactions to see 
whether member countries stick by their pledges. 

llnatyshyn said Canada's targets for oil import¬ 
ing remain unchanged from the Tokyo meeting but 
that there is change in projections about overall oil 
consumption by Energy Agency members. 

The overall consumption target for 1985 has 
dropped to 24.6 million barrels a day from 26 million 
barrels in recent months. 

The main reason for the change is increased 
production plans by Britain and Norway.

‘500 Soviets 
dead in war^ 

NEW DELHI, (AP) — The Soviet Union has 
sent 25,000 troops and advisers to Afghanistan and 
has lost at least 500 men in that country's 19-month 
civil war, a spokesman for anti-government Afghan 
forces in India said Monday. 

Zia Khan Nassry, chairman of the Afghanistan 
Islamic Nationalist Revolutionary Council, also 
told a news conference that about 250,000 Afghans 
have died in the fighting between Moslem rebels 
and the Soviet-backed government. The fighting 
has now spread to 12 fronts in the landlocked 
central Asian country. 

If his estimate were accurate, it would account 
for more than one per cent of the overwhelmingly 
Moslem country's population of 20 million. 


RAF fighters 
shower town 


LOS.S1EMOUTH, Scotland 
(AP) — Two Royal Air Force 
jet fighter planes collided 
near a remote Scottish vil¬ 
lage Tuesday, killing one 
pilot and showering the vil¬ 
lage with debris. 

The accident brought RAF 
plane losses to 26 this year 
and triggered fresh protests 
over low-level flying. 

“It is ridiculous,” said 
Jaric Jenson, who saw the 
'collision from his cottagi in 
the village of Lumsden. “We 
.sec the the planes coming 
over every day and always 
thought something like this 
could happen." 

One of the pilots was found 
seriously injured, still 
strapped into his ejection 
seat and was flown to a hos¬ 
pital. The other vanished in 
what Jenson dcserificd as "a 
gigantic fireball." 

"I stood there and watched 
burning wreckage fall down 


all around me," Jen.son said. 
“Another few hundred yards 
and th^ village would have 
been flattened." One piece 
of wreckage landed next 
door to the village school. 

Responding to criticism of 
low-level flying — between 
60 and 150 metres from the 
ground — an RAF spokes¬ 
man said, “If we go to war. 
this is the only way we'll 
survive. We have to be able 
to fly under enemy radar 
beams and the lower you arc 
the less chance a missile has 
to track you.” 

Today's collision, involv¬ 
ing two £2.2-million ($5.2- 
million) Jaguars designed 
for iow-level flight, comes 10 
days after another Jaguar 
pilot crashed into a moun- 
taintop in the S<'Ottish High¬ 
lands and died. 

The RAF says seven of 
its pilots have Iwen killed in 
crashes this year. 


BRUSSELS (Reuter) — 
West Germany and Brit¬ 
ain warned Belgium and 
the Netherlands on Mon¬ 
day that NATO would be 
weakened politically if 
they failed to join in a 
decision to deploy more 
modem nuclear weapons 
in Western Europe. 

They argued at a one-day 
meeting of NATO European 
defence ministers that the 
alliance's political cohesion 
would not be as great if the 
two countries dissociated 
themselves from it. 

Foreign and defence min¬ 
isters from the 14 countries 
concerned — including Can¬ 
ada — are expected to decide 
by consensus Wednesday to 
produce and deploy about 600 
U.S.-built Pershing-2 and 
Cruise missiles to counter 
Soviet SS-20 missiles. 
France does not take part In 
the plan but has tacitly ap¬ 
proved it. 

The Dutch parliament has 
voted against stationing^ny 
%f the new missiles invhe 
Netherlands, and the two^- 
cialist parties in Belgium's 
five-party coalition govern¬ 
ment want the decision post¬ 
poned for six months. 

Conference sources said if 
the Dutch and Belgians de¬ 
cided not to take part, NAT() 
would probably reduce the 
number of new missiles rath¬ 
er than redistribute them. 

The plan calls for Belgium 
and the Netherlands to take 
48 Cruise missiles each. 

All 108 Pershing-2s would 
be in West Germany and the 
other 368 cruise missiles 
would be distributed among 
Britain, Italy and West Ger¬ 
many. 

The missiles would be cap¬ 
able of reaching the ^vict 
Union but NATO will offer 
Moscow wide-ranging disar¬ 
mament talks aimed at 
reaching broad parity in 
long-range tactical 
weapons.

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq’s 
oil minister called on fellow 
OPEC members Monday to 
bridge the gap between the 
cartel’s official prices and 
the far higher prices pre¬ 
vailing on spot markets. 

The Organization of Petro¬ 
leum Exporting Countries 
has an $18-a barrel base 
price and a $23.50 ceiling on 
long-term sales contracts, 
but some members have 
been selling oil for $40 and up 
in spot market trades. 

Iraq’s Tahey Abdul Karim 
said the meeting of OPEC's 
oil ministers Dec. 17 in Cara¬ 
cas, Venezuela, should do 
away with the current pric¬ 
ing system. 

Iraq is one of OPEC’s lar¬ 
gest exporters, producing 3.5 
million barrels a day. 

Karim also alleged that oil 
companies’ speculation had 
led to the current chaos in 
world oil markets. 

He said OPEC’s current 
output—unofficially esti¬ 
mated at 31.5 million barrels 
a day—was a five-per-cent 
increase over last year, but 
demand had risen by just 1.5 


Gasoline bombs 
kill in peace trek 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador (UPI) — 
Armed leftists hurling gasoline bombs 
and wielding clubs surged into a "peace" 
march here by 10,000 women Monday in a 
bloody melee which left seven persons 
dead, witnesses said. 

At least eight of the women, members 
of the Pro Peace Committee, were in¬ 
jured after being battered with clubs by 
the leftists, who are fighting the civihan 
military junta. 

Witnesses said the leftists shot three of 
the men trying to protect the women and a 
car plowed into the procession, killing two 
female marchers and a youth. 

The seventh fatality was a leftist shot to 
death by police as he tried to place a 
gasoline bomb in a store window in down¬ 
town San Salvador, witnesses reported. 

Three other women members of the Pro 
Peace Committee of housewives, profes¬ 
sionals and office workers were run over 


per cent, and he believed the 
difference was going into 
stockpiles. 

He said the Caracas meet¬ 
ing should “put an end” to 
stockpiling by balancing pro¬ 
duction and demand. 

In New York, meanwhile, 
the newsletter Petroleum In¬ 
telligence Weekly said Iraq 
was reducing 1980 oil alloca¬ 
tions to some major cus¬ 
tomers by up to 50 per cent. 


. The newsletter said it was 
not known if the moves re¬ 
presented anticipated pro¬ 
duction cutbacks or diver¬ 
sion of oil into direct 
govemment-to-government 
sales. 

The newsletter also said 
Iraq was telling customers It 
might ask for payment for 
its oil in the currency of the 
oil’s destination country, 
rather than in U.S. dollars.

Fetters binding 
the World Court 


WITH REMARKABLE PATIENCE and per¬ 
sistence the United States government con¬ 
tinues in its search for a peaceful solution to 
the Tehran outrage. 

Having already gone the UN Security 
Council route with little apparent success, 
Washington now presents its case to the World 
Cburt, before which it is expected to lay 
anything up to 30 charges against the Kho¬ 
meini regime — all involving breaches of 
international law. 

Initially, however, it will concentrate on 
securing the immediate release of the AmerL 
can hostages and the restoration of diplomatic 
immunity for the U.S. Embassy in Tehran and 
its employees. 

The International Court is the principal 
judicial organ of the United Nations and 
functions in accordance with a statute al¬ 
most identical with that of the Permanent 
Court of International Justice which it suc- 
' leeded in 1945. 

All members of the UN are ipso facto 
parties to the statute (an integral part of the 
UN Charter) which obliges them to accept as 
binding deci.sion of the court in a < jse to 
which they are party. Only states can be 
parties before the court, and in the event of 
a party failing to abide by the decision of the 
court, the other party may appeal to the 
•Security Council which may decide what 
measures to take to implement the court's 
finding. 

However, the court’s jurisdiction over 
cases referred to it can only be exercised with 
the consent of the parties concerned, given 
either ad hoc or in advance under a treaty or 
standing declaration. 

Under Article 36(2) (the “optional 
clause”) of the statute of the court, parties 
"may at any time declare that they recognize 
as compulsory ipso facto and without special 
agreement, in relation to any other state 
accepting the same obligation, the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the court in all legal matters concern¬ 
ing: (a) the interpretation of a treaty; (b) any 
question of international law; (c) alleged 
breaches of international obligation, and (d) 
the nature and extent of the reparations to be 
made for the breach of international obliga¬ 
tion.” 

However, declarations made under (his 
optional clause do not necessarily entail the 
unconditional acceptance of the court’s com¬ 
pulsory jurisdiction, and the nature of reser¬ 
vations varies considerably from state to 
state. The United States’ acceptance of the 
clause, for instance, contains a reservation 
which denies the court’s competence to adju¬ 
dicate in matters which are interpreted by the 
United States as coming under its domestic 
jurisdiction. 

Thus it may be that Washington’s ex¬ 
ploration of this way out of its dilemma may 
lead to the same frustration it has so far found 
at the end of every other avenue it has 
followed and every other course it has pur¬ 
sued. 

However, the American journey down the 
established path of international law is one 
which it must make — on its own behalf as 
well as that of a surrogate for all other nations 
who choose to abide by the law rather than 
resort to gangster tactics. 



LONDON — This year, for the first 
time since the famine years of 1974, 
the world will produce less food than it 
consumes — about 50 
million tonnes less. If 
we arc lucky, nobody 
will starve to death 
cause of that (act, 
since adequate re¬ 
serve stocks have been 
built up over the past' 
few years. But the 
margin (or error has 
grown alarmingly 
thin. Another unlucky 
year with the weather, 
and there could be real problems. 

Lots of people die from malnutri¬ 
tion-related diseases each and every 
year, of course, but that is because 
they arc poor. This year the whole 
surviving population of Cambodia is 
facing starvation, but that is due to 
war and politics. 

Nobody has yet died of starvation 
because there was actually no food (or 
them anywhere. Even when the total 
amount of food produced in the world 
has fallen below the normal world 
consumption due to fluctuations in 
weather patterns, the stocks have 
been sufficient: the problems have 
been those of cost and distribution. 

An absolute world food shortage — 
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not enough harvested and not enough 
in stocks to make up the shortfall and 
tide us over to the next major harvest 
in the Northern hemisphere — is some¬ 
thing we have not yet experienced. We 
are, however, getting steadily closer 
to the time when this will be a real 
possibility. And not nearly enough is 
being done to prevent it. 

It is not a question of our approach¬ 
ing the absolute limits of the world’s 
food-growing capacity. Given proper 
organization and investment, the plan¬ 
et’s arable land could produce at least 
twice the amount of food it does at 
present — even without any major 
innovations In current (arming tech¬ 
nique. Even Europe, the most ^nsely 
populated continent (and a place 
where people eat very well), is largely 
self-sufficient in food. 

There are large areas of the world 
where farming Is hopelessly unpro¬ 
ductive — generally because of politi¬ 
cal doctrines like collectivization or 
social structures like feudalism. In 
other areas, quite ordinary fluctua¬ 
tions in the weather can cause vast 
differences between the size of the 
harvests in consecutive years.

Minister Mitchell Sharp and 
other Liberals who followed 
in his foreign-aid footsteps 
took the attitude that it was 
simply part of “the white 
man’s burden” to turn the 
other cheek and let the pick¬ 
ing of the Canadian taxpay¬ 
ers’ pockets continue. 

But Conservative Exter¬ 
nal Affairs Minister Flora 
MacDonald is changing all 
that. 

Not only is she cutting 
back on foreign aid — and 
being Senator Asselin’s boss 
she can do it — she’s direct¬ 
ing it more to recognized 
international agencies like 


book example of both defects: a huge 
grain-growing area which is right at 
the northern limit for such crops even 
in good years, and a system of collec¬ 
tive farming which is so perversely 
wrong-head^ that it boggles belief. 
Even at the best of times ^viet agri¬ 
culture cannot feed the Soviet people,

The only major difficulty will arise 
if it proves impossible for the over¬ 
strained transport systems in the 
food-exporting countries to get the 
food to the ports. This has recently- 
proved a major constraint on export in 
Argentina, Australia and especially 
Canada, leaving the United States to 
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the Red Cross and less to 
foreign governments.

And she has done more 
than any other external af¬ 
fairs minister in recent his¬ 
tory to tell it like it is about 
the United Nations. 

She stood up there on the 
podium in New York before 
the UN assembly and un¬ 
masked the agency as a tool 
of the Third World in bleed¬ 
ing the Free World. 

Better than that, she has 
.sensibly .suggested that Ca¬ 
nadian aid will be tied to 
Canadian trade interests, 
and has hinted to the Third 
World that it would be in its 
own best interests to stop lec¬ 
turing Canada on conduct of 
Canadian international af¬ 
fairs. 

All this is pretty radical 
stuff, this putting of Cana¬ 
dian welfare ahead of that of 
the Third World. The Liber¬ 
als never did it. And so the 
do-gooders are livid. 

Ottawa’s Carleton Univer¬ 
sity Professor Peyton Lyon 
told the Royal Common¬ 
wealth Society in London 
that our Flora is a “red¬ 
neck."

provide most of the extra food that is 
needed this year. 

It is the longer-term aspect of the 
situation that is truly disturbing. The 
U.S. no longer has large areas of 
farmland taken out of production 
under federal price-support programs, 
which can be quickly returned to use 
when total world food production falls 
and the demand for U.S. exports 
soars. 

World food stocks will usually 
cover the shortfall in the first year of 
generally poor harvests, hut during 
the two successive had years of the 
mid-70s it was the rapid expansion of 
the area under cultivation in the U.S. 
that saved the world from major prob¬ 
lems in the .second year. Now there is 
very little American agricultural land 
held out of production in any year, and 
this safety net is gone. 

U.S. agricultural production is near 
its practical ceiling all the time and 
el.sewhere everybody is already grow¬ 
ing as much as they can ship to mar¬ 
ket. The world can still weather a^ 
single year of bad yields by drawing on 
accumulated food stocks — but when 
they arc depleted, and a second suc¬ 
cessive bad year follows, the poorer 
food-importing countries will be in 
real trouble. 


Some of the consequences 
following events in Tehran 


Not since the Cuban mis¬ 
sile crisis in 1961 has the 
world been so close to a 
major conflagration as now 
— Vietnam and the Israeli- 
Arab wars notwithstanding. 

Several important aspects 
linked to the current situr^ 
tion in Iran (regardless of 
what the fate of (he hostages 
in the American embassy 
will be) have not been given 
the importance they de¬ 
serve. The^ stark human 
drama of the 50 diplomats, 
isolated from each other yet 
exposed to the howling mob 
outside, focused world atten¬ 
tion on the embassy build¬ 
ing. Yet far away from 
Tehran, a subtle but ominous 
juggling for strategic advan¬ 
tage is taking place. 

A concentration of Ameri¬ 
can naval and amphibious 
forces, of a magnitude not 
seen since D-Day, has con¬ 
verged on the Middle East. 
Much of the Sixth Fleet, 
NATO’s southern flank, is 
moving to the Eastern Medi¬ 
terranean. Israel has ap¬ 
parently agr^ to make its 
facilities available. Two bat¬ 
tle groups, the Midway and 
the Kitty Hawk, each with an 
aircraft carrier, guided mis¬ 
sile cruisers and destroyers, 
as well as the Mideast Task 
Force and a supporting fleet, 
are off the southern coast of 
Iran. 

At the same time, the Unit¬ 
ed States is intentionally ex¬ 
aggerating the severity of 
an attack on its embassy in 
Libya. The damage was 
slight, no one was injured: 
Libyan forces dispersed the 
attackers with tear gas. Al¬ 
though the Libyan govem-. 
ment apologized and agreed 
to pay compensation, the 
U.S. is considering a break in 
diplomatic relations. 

Libya Is supplying about 10 
per cent of American foreign 
oil needs. Iran used to supply 
about seven per cent. To¬ 
gether these two radical 
Moslem states, governed by 
erratic autocrats, accounted 
for almost one-fifth of U.S. 
oil imports. In the event of 
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military action against Iran, 
chances are that the Abadan 
oil installations will be the 
first to be demolished. It 
‘Mods to te;ison,th^.in such 
a situation, the United States 
would opt to secure the Liby¬ 
an oil sources and pipe¬ 
lines. 

The Soviet Union is not 
likely to ignore a global situ¬ 
ation which may be manipu¬ 
lated to advantage. Protests 
against the modernization of 
the NATO missile defences 
are now so intense that the 
foreign ministers of several 
NATO members flew to 
Washington to dissuade the 
U.S. from proceeding. Per¬ 
sistent rumors allege that 
the Red Army is strengthen¬ 
ing its presence on the Scan¬ 
dinavian border — particu¬ 
larly in the area fronting on 
northern Norway. Other 
rumors have it that ailing 
President Brezhnev will 
soon be replaced by either a 
.senior military officer, per¬ 
haps Marshal Dimitri Ustin¬ 
ov, or by a hawkish civilian 
such as Yuri Andropov, head 
of the KGB. 

Another important aspect 
of the Iran crisis is the gross 
attack on the sacrosanct 
principle of diplomatic im¬ 
munity. Without it, no diplo¬ 
matic intercourse between 
nations is feasible. Even if 
all SO hostages were “spies,” 
as long as they possess diplo¬ 
matic passports they should 
be liable to a declaration 
making them "personae non 
gratae” and expelled. Noth- 
. in g mor e.. 

When Japan. 38 years go, 
sneakily attacked Pearl 
Harbor, Japan's diplomats 
and negotiators in Washing¬ 
ton were sent back. Hitler, 
who had little regard for in¬ 
ternational law, did not vio¬ 
late foreign embassies, and 
protected diplomats. The 
paramount importance of 
diplomatic immunity was 
the only reason that induced 
the very disparate Security 


Council of the UN to vole 
unanimously for the release 
of the diplomatic hostages. 

A third important aspect 
of the hostage-taking in Iran 
is the external impact. Not 
since the .Second World War 
have Americans been so 
united in a cbirtilrdii'eame.’i’ 
President Carter’s popular-, 
ity increased, while .Senator 
Kennedy’s declined. The 
Ayatollah Khomeini may yet 
cause Jimmy Carter to win 
re-election. 

The PLO is among the 
losers. Just as its polilical 
fortunes improved, terror¬ 
ism is again getting a bad 
name. The hostage-taking 
"students” and the Ayatul- 
lah disregarded the loudly 
heralded PLO interme¬ 
diaries, but agreed to send 
1,700 "volunteers” to Leba¬ 
non to fight against Israel. 

People with little empathy 
for Israel's problems can 
now feel what confrontation 
with terrorist tactics im¬ 
plies. Many Americans and 
many others utler the wish: 
If only Tehran could be an¬ 
other Entcbbi' ...»

OTTAWA — Preparing a federal budget is no 
easy thing, and John Crosbie, like finance ministers 
before him, has consulted far and wide for his first. 
Not only does he have to balance the Interests of the 
various lobbies, he has the unevlable Job of modify¬ 
ing the spending promises that got boss Joe Clark 
elected in a way that won't break the treasury or 
further damage the government’s sagging popular¬ 
ity. 

Eor advice, Crosbie has gone to provincial 
finance ministers, special interest groups and. fur 
all we know, to his wife Jane, who has become 
something of an authority on chattels. 

Above all, there is one dear old friend who 
Crosbie relies on more than anyone else. He is Dr. 
James Roberts, a St. John’s, Nfid., internist, who 
has advist-d Crosbie on any number of subjects, 
usually by telegram, usually under the alias J. 
Ilashimolo Hara-Kiri. 

For years, he and Crosbie have communicated 
in doggerel, and on the eve of Crosbie’s first budget, 
friend Roberts offers this: 

“Are you doing your thing in Ottawa, too 

With a whole population of millions to screw? 

Be firm but be Just, and bear this In mind 

They say a hard man is a good thing to find. 

.So fuddle less gently. If fuddle you must 

We pray to our gods but In Crosbie we trust. 

To which Crosbie, if he has a mind to, might 
well reply with a bit of verse he once wrote in 
response to criticism from political foe Joey Small¬ 
wood, former premier of Newfoundland. TTie mes¬ 
sage would appear to apply to any finance minister 
who gets himself in over his head: 

“A man who is buried ten feet deep 

At lea.st can have a good night’s sleep ... " 

ALTHOUGH THE finance portfolio is always 
said to be something of a political graveyard, a 
glance at Crosbie’s predecessors suggests other¬ 
wise. There have been 28 finance ministers since 
Confederation (as opposed to 16 prime ministers) 
and the eight or so still living have all done rather 
well since they left the job. 

Jean Chretien remains a Liberal MP, and Is 
entertaining thoughts of running for the party 
leadership. So is Donald Macdonald, a Bay Street 
lawyer with a rumored six-figure income. John 
Turner had harbored leadership aspirations, but 
has apparently decided to content himself with 
what Macdonald will leave behind — a Bay Street 
l^w office and a six-figure income. 

Edgar Benson has gone to his reward as chair¬ 
man of the Canadian ’Transport Commission. Mit¬ 
chell Sharp has gone to his as Northern Pipeline 
Commissioner. Walter Gordon, who is not poor, 
lobbies for economic nationalism in Toronto. Don¬ 
ald Fleming works for the Bank of Nova Scotia in 
Nassau. Douglas Abbott, now retired, went on to 
become a Supreme Court justice. 

What will become of Crosbie? 

ONCE A BUDGET is presented, a finance 
minister’s staff tends to let Its hair down a bit. In 
part, post-budget celebrations flow from the natu¬ 
ral sense of relief and release that follows weeks of 
heavy, secret work by any government group. In 
part, a budget is as good an excuse as any for a 
party in a town that gets its kicks from political 
events. 

Crosbie’s staff is no exception, and his five 
aides, Ross Reid, Peter Burn, Marie Dowden, Rob 
Parker and Claudy Kyles have quietly let the word 
out that they'll be pouring for what has come to be 
known as the “Wonderful Wednesday" club the day 
after the budget’s brought down. 

The club is a gathering of roughly 100 aides who 
work for Clark mini.sters, and in an invitation to this 
august group, Crosbie's five (who de.scribe them- 
.selves as the “most outstanding assistants ever to 
grace Parliament Hill”) cleverly di.sguise the fact 
that they are throwing a party by saying they plan 
to use the Wednesday session to “educate the 
mas.ses about the wisdom of following Crosbieno- 
mics.”

One 
suggestion that might be made, If the five really are

Or will such costs come out of the increa.se in 
the “Wonderful Wcdne.sday” levy, which is being 
Ixwsted to $3 from $2 a head?

Autonomy thorny issue 
in post-Franco Spain

All the regions of Spain are equal, but like 
George Orwell's pigs some regions are more equal 
than others. 

That, at least, is what many Spaniards are 
beginning to suspect following parliamentary ap¬ 
proval of a home rule statute for Galicia, Spain’s 
third ethnic minority to be given regional auton¬ 
omy. The others were the Basques and Catalans. 

Approval of the Galician statute was not ac¬ 
companied by back-slapping and champagne, as 
were Basque and Catalan statutes earlier this 
year, but by walkouts and bitter criticism. 

“We have a statute that discriminates against 
Galicia.” one Galician deputy charged after a 
parliamentary working committee approved the 
statute by a narrow 17-15 vote. 

Manuel Fraga, a Galician and former Franco 
minister, walked out of the committee before the 
vote, declaring, “This statute is a dirty trick.” 

Catalans and Basques diplomatically abstained 
on the ballot, which opened the way for a referen¬ 
dum among Galicia’s 2.8 million inhabitants — 
mostly fishermen and small farmers with liberal 
traditions but conservative ways. 

The new Spanish constitution, which relaxed 
four decades of often bloody repression of regiona¬ 
lism by the Franco regime, specifies that “the 
differences between the statutes of the different 
self-governing communities may In no case imply 
economic nr social privileges. 

“All Spaniards have the same rights and obli 
gallons In any part of the state territory.” 

Now many politicians are saying this clearly is 
not so. 

They claim that regions which back their politi¬ 
cal might with muscle, like the Basques, gM more. 


Those who don't, like the proud Galicians of north¬ 
west Spain, get less. 

“The spirit of the constitution and the construc¬ 
tion of home rule in Spain have been endangered,” 
alleged a young Basque socialist, Txiki Benegas. 

The bitter debate has reawakened fears that 
Spain may be in for a “regional war” over home 
rule. 

Seven more Spanish regions currently await 
autonomy statutes. Another eight have home rule 
aspirations. None sees any reason why it should 
accept less than its neighbors. Few regions can 
be expected to accept quietly what they consider 
“second class” regional status. 

Criticism of the Galician statute centres on a 
clause empowering the Madrid parliament to limit 
the jurisdiction of the future 71-seat Galician leigis- 
lature. 

Basque and Catalan autonomy statutes put this 
thorny question in the hands of negotiating com 
mittees, avoiding a vote by the central govern¬ 
ment. 

Critics of the Galician statute also say it fails to 
protect and promote the Galician language, a Por¬ 
tuguese-like tongue spoken by most Galacian work¬ 
ing classes but by only a minority of the middle 
and upper classes. 

Opposition to the statute has brought tens of 
thousands out into the streets of Galicia — birth¬ 
place of the late Gen. Francisco Franco — and 
united left and right over the head of the govern¬ 
ing Union^ of the Democratic Centre, the party 
whose votes passed the statute. 

“It isn’t a matter of submachine ^ns but of the 
most elementary dignity of the Galician people,” 
said Socialist Deputy Francisco Gonzalez. “You 
cannot treat Galicia worse than other communi¬ 
ties.”

Islands. 

.Scientific studies of that 
area predicted that if the 
steep slopes were logged 
then massive land slides 
would occur.

Ohi kii'tffe's'lidesNViH so 
large that it travciled thou-, 
sands of feet, dumping the 
side-hill right into Riley 
Creek and silted it up. Sal¬ 
mon habitat is protected 
under federal statute. How¬ 
ever you look at it the law 
has been broken. 

Over the last few years I 
have been critical of the for¬ 
estry profession because I 
feel that they should prevent 
offences such as this. Let me 
quote from the code of eth¬ 
ics which is binding on all 
members of the Association 
of British Columbia Profes¬ 
sional Foresters. 

“I. Responsibility to pub¬ 
lic 

(a) The professional for¬ 
ester will apply his 
specialized knowledge 
and experience in the 


best interests of so¬ 
ciety.” 

I ask: is destroying salmon 
habitat in the best interests 
of society? and 
“2 Responsibility to his 
employer 

(c) He will not subjugate 
his professional prin¬ 
ciples to the demands 
of employment and 
will advise his employ¬ 
er of the consequences 
of any contemplated 
course of action which 
in his opinion is not 
sound forestry. 

I ask: Is permitting mas¬ 
sive erosion sound for¬ 
estry? 

Under provincial law a 
professional forester had to 
approve Cutting Permit 144 
on Riley Creek. 

I continue to think that the 
professional foresters are to 
blame for the forestry mess 
in B.C., including the lack of 
reforestation, lack of en¬ 
vironmental guidelines, and 
the general practice of over¬ 
cutting. Despite all the criti¬ 
cism they have received re¬ 
cently I don’t see them doing 
anything about it.

Will new bill 

in U.K. curb 
union power?

The new British government bill to curtail 
trade union power should prevent a repeat of last 
winter’s labor unrest “and bring back some com¬ 
mon sense into industrial relations,” Employment 
Minister James Prior believes. 

“It does not contain any miracle cure for the 
chronic ailments that plague the nation’s economic 
p<'rformance,’’ he said, “but it will create a better 
opportunity for management and unions to get on 
with the improvements in industrial relations that 
the nation so urgently needs” 

The 18-clause employment bill, published Fri¬ 
day, bans picketing “excesses" and closed shops, 
and spells out the framework for a proposed free- 
dom-of-the-pre.ss clause. 

Conservative Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
had promised such a bill during her election cam¬ 
paign last spring. Winter strikes had sharply de¬ 
creased the popularity of (he Labor government 
and were a major factor in Mrs. Thatcher’s victory 
at the polls. 

The bill proposes that legal picketing be broad¬ 
ly limited to a person’s place of work. That provi¬ 
sion is aimt-d at stopping widespread and aggres¬ 
sive use of the picket weapon by strikers. 

.Secret ballots will be permitted, enabling 
unions to test the views of their members. 

One of the specific intentions of the reform bill 
is to prevent unions from using “bully-boy tactics" 
to recruit unwilling members. Prior said. 

Design of a reform trade bill was sparked 
weeks ago following government condemnation of 
the print trades union for using “coercive tac¬ 
tics." 

Controversial aspects of the bill include a 
limitation on re-employment of women after ma¬ 
ternity leave, which already has prompted rebuttal 
from women’s organizations. 

Another clause seeks to eliminate the necessity 
of providing guarantei-d pay for strikers. 

At present, the law guarantees payment for 
five days of 7.25 pounds a day (about $18) (or a 
fixed three-month period. 

During last winter’s truck driver’s strike, em¬ 
ployers had to pay strikers twice during the stop- 

When the bttt becttmes^law, the emtiloym'ent 
secretary will be able to issue codes of practice to 
improve industrial relations. 

Although spokesmen for print trades unions 
refusc-d comment when Prior announced trade 
union reform plans weeks ago, the Trade Union 
Congress is threatening total opposition. 

Right-wing Tories are expected to concentrate 
on points in the bill which they consider weak, while 
Labor says it will fight the bill strenuously through 
Parliament. 

A survey In early October showed 80 per cent of 
those polled plus 72 per cent of union members 
favori-d a ban on secondary picketing. 

The .same survey showed 71 per cent of union 
members favored the proposal to provide greater 
protection from dismissal (or those with personal 
convictions against union membership. 

More than 60 per cent of union members polled 
in the survey said they agreed with government 
proposals for secret ballots.

CALGARY (CP) — An 
average (Canadian family of 
four will, one way or the 
other, pay $45,(X)0 in the next 
decade if Canada is to regain 
oil self-sufficiency. 

On this point at least, fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments and the oil industry 
agree: The only alternative 
to pouring money into for¬ 
eign oil-producing nations Is 
to spend huge sums on devel¬ 
oping domestic oil. 

Despite widely publicized 
assertions that the industry 
and federal officials dis¬ 
agree on how much is needed 
for domestic oil develop¬ 
ment, the two groups are in 
fact relatively close in their 
estimates. 

The Canadian Petroleum 
Association estimates that 
$200 billion in exploration 
and development is needed 
to achieve self-sufficiency 
by 1990. Federal energy offi¬ 
cials have a $107-billion sce¬ 
nario, but that does not en¬ 
visage meeting the federal 
self-sufficiency goal. 

To meet that goal, the as¬ 
sociation estimates, $80 bil¬ 
lion would have to be added 
to the $10 hillion allocated by 
the energy department to 
frontier exploration, pri¬ 
marily in the Arctic. 

The $200 billion in explora¬ 
tion, and development, how¬ 
ever, is not the whole story. 
Another $60 billion is neces¬ 
sary for operating expenses, 
the association estimates, 
plus whatever share of pipe¬ 
lines oil companies pay for. 

Less than the $260 billion 
could be spent, but there 
would be no real saving. 
For every barrel not pro¬ 
duced, an imported barrel 
would have to-be bought. 

The politically volatile 
issue comes in the next ques¬ 
tion: Who gets the $260 billion 
to find and develop new oil 
supplies? 

Not surprisingly, the oil 
industry Is ready and willing 
to accept the $260 billion. 

Indeed, argues chairman 
Fraser Alien of the Canadian 
Petroleum Association, 
there is realiy no aiternative 
if self-sufficiency is to be 
obtained by 1990. 

Allen, who is also presi¬ 
dent of Amoco Canada Pe¬ 
troleum Co. Ltd. .said the job 
simply could not be done in 
time if much of it was to be 
financed through a "bureau¬ 
cratic energy bank.” 

Could government-owned 
Petro-Canada not spend the 
money as fast and efficiently 
as any other oil company? 

“Petro-Canada is a major 
company,” Allen agreed. 
“It's ninth-largest, or some¬ 
thing like that, oil company 
in the country. But. . . self- 
sufficiency is going to take 
more than one company.” 


The oil companies, he as¬ 
serted emphatically, had 
done a good job with the 
money received so far. 

He cited a recent federal 
energy deparment report: 

• 93.2 per cent of all cash 
generated by oil companies 
last year was reinvested in 
new energy capital pro¬ 
jects. 

• Dividend payments 
were only 22.3 per cent of net 
income, compared with an 
average 43.4 per cent for 
non-petroleum Industries. 

• Profits on capital em¬ 
ployed were 9.6 per cent, 
compared with 8.7 per cent 
for non-petroleum Indus¬ 
tries. 

• Profits as a percentage 
of equity were IS.l per cent, 
compart with 14.4 per cent 
for non-petroleum indus¬ 
tries. 

For upstream activities 
only—excluding refining 
and processing—the rein¬ 
vestment ratio was 96.3 per 
cent. 


What about fears that oil 
companies were using in¬ 
creased revenues to diver¬ 
sify into non-energy indus¬ 
tries? 

"The problem there is that 
we got too many Canadians 
reading too many U.S. news- 
papers,’’ Allen said. 
"... That hasn’t happened 
here, and we don't see any 
prospect that it will.” 

The federal energy study 
noted thaton^2.7percentof 
total capital spending hy the 
oil companies in 1978 was 
outside the energy sector. 

Another two per cent of 
investments were In energy 
mining—coal and uranium 
—and Allen said that was too 
little to justify fears of 
mammoth resource com¬ 
panies controlling every¬ 
thing. 

What about the danger 
that oil companies might 
suddenly decide to cut their 
reinvestment ratios and ship 
huge amounts of money out 
of the country for foreign 


energy development or as 
dividends to foreign parent 
firms? 

“That’s the responsibility 
of the government, to main¬ 
tain a favorable economic 
climate for reinvestment,” 
Allen replied, “buCl don’t 


see it changing precipitous¬ 
ly.” 

A repeat of the 1974 fed¬ 
eral-provincial resource tax 
war could change things, he 
added, but Canadian energy 
exploration was basically an 
attractive investment. 


When all was said and 
done, he argued, the onlv 
practical way to reach self- 
sufficiency by 1990 was to 
accept annual price in¬ 
creases of $4 a barrel for oil 
up to 1983 and $S after that.

Lang said Ormiston has no 
criminal record but does 
have traffic offences for 
speeding and driving without 
due care and attention. 

Ormiston was apologetic 
and contrite at what had 
happened, Lang said. 

Defence counsel Roger 
Cardinal said Ormiston and 
Wiedeman had been friends 


for more than 10 years, play¬ 
ing sports together and going 
to school together. 

He attributed the accident 
to speed and the fact that 


Ormiston lost control when 
the wheels hit gravel. 

The accident caused Or¬ 
miston a great deal of per¬ 
sonal grief.

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Levesque losing heart as bickering mires party

MONTREAL — Quebec 
Premier Rene Lcve.squc was 
a worried man during the 
weekend, singing a worried 
song lo his party’s nationai 
council. 

The Parti Quebecois, by 
his own admission, is at a low 
point in popularity, mired in 
disunity and defeatism, vul¬ 
nerable to the sorting Liber¬ 
als under Claude Ryan. 

The referendum on so¬ 
vereignty-association—if it 
were being held today— 
would probably be lost by a 
substantial margin. So 
would a general election. 

The old fire in the grass 
ntoLs seems to have gone nut 
and the party brass seem at 
a loss how to rekindle it. 

Levesque himself is losing 
heart. He admits he might 
even resign if the referen¬ 
dum goes the wrong way. 

Levesque dragged all 


these dismal considerations 
into public at the meeting of 
the PQ national council, the 
party’s governing body be¬ 
tween conventions. 

Although the standing ova¬ 
tion after his speech was not 
quite unanimous, there was 
little open questioning of his 
leadership or his govern¬ 
ment at the meeting. 

There was some mild criti¬ 
cism of the government’s 
conduct of negotiations with 
public service unions, of the 
arrogance of certain minis¬ 
ters, the inaccessibility of 
some and of the "disconnec¬ 
tion” between the govern¬ 
ment and the party and the 
government and the people. 

But with the wording of the 
referendum question to be 
made public before Christ¬ 
mas and the referendum it¬ 
self coming, as Levesque 
says, within 200 days, this is 
a time for solidarity. 


Levesque reviewed his 
government’s record of leg¬ 
islative accomplishment, 
and lamented that it had 
been drowned in a sea of 
internal bickering, groaning 
and moaning. 

Factions, cabals within the 
party, permanent contesta¬ 
tion, internal liturgy had 
created "a crisis of defeat¬ 
ism." 

Levesque urged the dissi¬ 
dents to stay home. If they 
couldn’t help the party, at 
least they could try not to 
harm it. 

He told a press conference 
the party’s private polls 
more or less confirm^ an 
about-to-be-published opin¬ 
ion survey indicating a seri- 


ppoi 

He said public satisfaction 
with his government had 
been very high in June, at 
about 60 per cent. That had 
declined to about 52 per cent 


in September and had fur¬ 
ther declined “substantial¬ 
ly” since then. 

He said these poll results 
were not directly linked to 
the way people would vote 


in the referendum. There 
is a report, however, that the 
latest poll shows a sharp de¬ 
cline (to about 40 per cent) in 
the number of Quebecers 
who would give the govem- 


ment a mandate to negotiate 
sovereignty-association. 

On the weekend, Levesque 
and his party examined what 
they consider the causes of 
their decline: disunity, social 


unrest, failure to communi¬ 
cate. But nobody mentioned 
the most obvious cause; that 
the PQ’s central option of 
independence is being re¬ 
jected by Quebecers.

The off-again,-'On-again Emily 
Carr deal is off again. 

An offer by the B.C. government 
to purchase only 19 of the 27 paint¬ 
ings in the Fannin Hali collection, 
has been rejected by the owner, 
Vancouver industrialist (Jeorge F. 
Clark. 

The government has until noon 
today to buy the lot. After that, the 
agent will accept a private out-of¬ 
province offer. 

Karen Keenlyside, a Vancouver 
art deaier acting as agent for the 
owner, said in an interview Mon¬ 
day the owner was firm on the ask¬ 
ing price of $1.3 million, and had 
also refused “to sell anything iess 
than the entire collection.” 

“We feel we have acted fairly. 


No private client would have re¬ 
ceived as much consideration. 
This has dragged on far too long," 
she said. 

If the government failed to act 
before noon today, she said, she 
would accept a private bid from^ 
Quebec. 

Previous remarks about pos-' 
sible U.S. interests, she said, had 
come from another art deaier 
whom she subsequently “threw 
out of the gallery." 

As an art dealer, she said, she 
wasn’t used to “dilly-daliying 
around.” Instead, she preferred 
clients who made up their minds 
quickly. That was her approach 
and she expected it of others. 

“I’ve even been jeopardizing my 
own position by giving the govern¬ 
ment preferential treatment,’Me 
said. 


With a parting shot at the pro¬ 
vincial government and Provin¬ 
cial Secretary Evan Wolfe, who 
has been handling the matter, 
Keenlyside said; “We’re not talk¬ 
ing about used cars, we’re taik- 
ing about part of our national 
heritage.’’ 

Victoria Aid. Robin Blencoe, 
v,who’s been pressuring the govem- 
Rgnt to buy the collection, said he 
was disappointed with Wolfe’s ac¬ 
tions. 

“I’ve had a lot of conversations 
with people in the arts community 
these past few days, and from 
everything I can gather, the coi- 
iection should stay intact,” Blen¬ 
coe said. 

“It’s not a question of whether 
we have already several paintings 
of this or that period. It’s a ques¬ 
tion of keeping collection intact,” 
he said. 


There was also the question of a 
private donor, a Victoria woman 
who has pledged to contribute 
$700,000 toward the purchase 
price, provided she can keep one 
painting. 

To keep the collection in B.C., 
preferably in Victoria, and to take 
advantage of the generous dona¬ 
tion, Blencoe once again urged the 
government to buy the entire col¬ 
lection. 

“True, it’s a lot of money, but 
the spinoffs will also be consider¬ 
able," Blencoe said. 

"This collection will bring peo¬ 
ple to Victoria. There will be bene¬ 
fits. It will be a tourist attraction,” 
he added. * 

Wolfe was not available for 
comment.

Metal chimneys 
already built 
escape the ban

Hundreds of worried owners of metal 
chimneys deluged Greater Victoria 
fire services and fireplace stores Mon¬ 
day about a ban set by the B.C. 
fire commissioner. 

Most of the callers feared they 
might have to rip out their existing 
chimneys because of the ban or that 
they might be using a potential death 
trap. 

But the message they were given 
was a cool “donW panic” from fire 
chiefs and storemvners alike. 


THE BAN on the sale of Class A type 
metal chimneys used with free-stand¬ 
ing wood stoves and fireplaces took 
effect immediately Friday and by 
Monday was being described as a “bil¬ 
ious overreaction” by a building Indus¬ 
try spokesman. 

However, Greater Victoria fire 
chiefs met Monday morning and en¬ 
dorsed the ban on the metal chimneys 
but stressed that it was not retroactive 
as many people had apparently 
feared. 

Victoria fire chief Eric Simmons 
said later his department had at least 
70 calls from residents worried about 
the ban. Saanich fire department also 
had a harrowing day. 

Simmons said his staff had advised 
the callers to inspect their chimneys 
and look for soot and creosote build¬ 
ups. If a chimney was dirty, the 
message was a simple “clean it.” 

'The ban does not affect metal chim¬ 
neys used for venting gas or oil fuel 
appliances, although some residents 
were confused about that also. 

SIMMONS SAID there had not been a 
great problem with the metal chim¬ 
neys in Victoria but the area fire 
chiefs had detailed about 12 Incidents 
of dangerous chimney fires involving 
the chimneys since they were intro¬ 
duced several years ago for wood 
fuels. 

There are thought to be thousands of 
the metal chimneys installed in 
Greater Victoria. ' 

THE FIRE CHIEFS issued a joint 
statement endorsing the ban, and 
urged owners of metal chimneys to 
inspect and clean them frequently. 

“We would definitely warn anyone 
who has one of these units in their 
house or apartment, to use it with 
caution. 

“If, at any time, they experience a 
chimney fire in one of these ‘A’ vent 
units, they should be prepared to 
dismantle the unit so that it can 
inspected both internally and exter¬ 
nally. 

“These units have not been tested to 
show they will withstand the degree of 
heat associated with a creosote fire. 
The inte^ty of the metal is destroyed 
when this type of heat is generated, 
and each successive fire continually 
.erodes the strength of the unit,” the 
chiefs said. 

They said many of the metal cW; 
neys had not been certified for^se 
outdoors, and the metal protruding 
from the roof could corrode and de¬ 
teriorate. 


The chiefs also recommended that 
anyone who has a metal chimney in¬ 
stall a smoke alarm. 

THE VICTORIA Fireplace Shop Ltd. 
on Blanshard and another dealer in 
wood burning stoves and heaters, 
Pates Supply Ltd. in Oak Bay, spent 
Monday soothing customers. 

Wes Klassen, manager of Victoria 
Fireplace, said the ban solved nothing 
and only served to scare people. 

His store was concerned about safe¬ 
ty and stressed to customers the need 
to look after and clean the metal 
chimneys, and to take precautions 
against creosote buildup. 

About 25 per cent of the store’s 
business hangs in the balance because 
of the ban on the chimneys as it has a 
spinoff effect on the sale of prefabri¬ 
cated metal fireplaces. 

Mark Lyle, manager of Pates Sup¬ 
ply, said he had been telling customers 
all day that if their metal chim¬ 
neys had been properly installed and 
cleaned regularly “then you have noth¬ 
ing to worry about.” 

THE GREATEST problem was lack 
of maintenance, and the ban did noth¬ 
ing to help this, he said. 

He described the ban as the same as 
killing a dog because it had fleas, and 
said ^ater efforts should have been 
made to educate the public to correct¬ 
ly install and maintain their chim¬ 
neys. 

Ian Cass, executive vice-president 
of the 150-member Victoria branch of 
the Housing and Urban Development 
Association of Canada, put his objec¬ 
tion to the ban more strongly. 

Cass said it was a “bilious overeac- 
tion” and “nonsensical.” 

He described It as an “Alice and 
Wonderland” situation, something like 
banning everything because it was a 
hazard when abused. 

“At this rate cars, planes and razors 
should be banned as well,” he said. 

Cass said all the ban would achieve 
was a halt in official, properly in¬ 
spected installation of metal chim¬ 
neys, and would leave behind all unin¬ 
spected, improperly installed 
chimneys. 

He called for a program of inspec¬ 
tion rather than a ban as he said the 
latter would not do anything for prob¬ 
lem chimneys which now existed. 

Cass said the metal chimneys met 
the tough standards of the Un¬ 
derwriters Laboratories of Canada, 
the national building code and the 
Canadian Standards Association, and 
when properly installed, some had a 
maker’s warranty of 25 years, “and 
that speaks for itself.” 

A LOCAL CONTRACTOR who has 
installed. 75 metal chimneys in town- 
houses, Chris Pike, the president of 
Pine Home Builders, feared that the 
ban on the chimneys could force house 
prices up even further. 

Builders would be forced to return to 
masonry or brick chimneys, all but 
dropped because of their high cost. 

He said the ban would threaten the 
.'linstqess of reputable professional 
chimney installers and the retail out¬ 
lets, and he was critical of an apparent 
lack of consultation with the industry 
before the ban was introduced by the 
fire commissioner. 


Almost 500 petitioners 
seeking a safer crosswalk at 
the scene of two recent Oak 
Bay pedestrian fatalities 
won immediate success 
Monday night.

As well, a temporary 
crosswalk warning sign will 
be erected.

Shareholders of the financially-plagued 
Racquet Club of Victoria voted 94 per cent 
Monday in favor of dissolving the recrea¬ 
tional facility. 

A motion authorizing the board of direc¬ 
tors to sell, lease or otherwise dispose of 
the club assets passed by an overwhelming 
majority—414 to26 opposed. 

Negotiations have already begun with 
Saanich, the nqnyincial government and 
University of Victoiia over possible pur- 
ciikse, k'gritii-daced pncaidant Donald. 
Francis told an audience estimated at 
700. 

“I’m mildly encouraged at the reaction 
of these groups,” he said. 

Total indebtedness of the Racquet Club 
of Victoria Holdings (owner of the Gor¬ 
don Head Road building) at Sept. 30 was 
$834,000. 

“Although the motion reads like a mo¬ 
tion to ck^ our club, it is in fact the only 
hope we have to keep it open,” Francis 
said. 

“We must have your approval to ap¬ 
proach any group or individual that may 
be interested or capable of operating this 
facility as a recreational complex.” 

He said one meeting had been held with 
the province and another was scheduled. 
A meeting had been held with Saanich and 
there had been exploratory discussions 
with the university. 

Francis said the club’s finances were the 
fundamental issue facing the board this 
year. 

He apologized to members for what he 
said had bmn a “management-by-crisis 
method of running the affairs of our 
club.” 

Despite what had been accomplished 
regar^ng revenue increases and cost-cut- 
ting within the club, the deficit still per¬ 
sisted, he noted. 


“Alas, with rising interest costs, with a 
fluctuating membership, with a cash po¬ 
sition in constant peril, our very solvency- 
on a day-to-day basis, even the most op- 
tomistic of our group must now realize that 
our club is not economically viable and 
the financial burdens are such that we 
must seek alternatives to our present 
club structure in order to preserve the 
property and its facilities for continued re¬ 
creational use,” hTisaid. 

^Francis said although members mighs 
make recbmihendbtibhs and plans to con 
tinue operations, “the facts are that our 
club needs a major transfusion of cash 
immediately, and a whopping increase in 
dues and revenues just to maintain the 
status quo.” 

He recommended separation of the RCV 
Holdings and the RCV Society. 

Two amendments were defeated before 
a secret ballot was held on the motion. 

A financial breakdown by treasurer Ian 
Cairns showed the club had only operated 
one year in the black in its 13 years of 
operation. 

The RCVH was owed $165,000 in unpaid 
rent for the last five years by the tenant, he 
said, adding that this had now been written 
off as a bad debt. 

“We will be unable to meet our next 
mortgage payment of $10,000 on Dec. 15, he 
said, noting that the club had not paid Iasi 
month’s mortgage until Dec. 6. 

“The company is insolvent,” he said. 
“It’s not economically viable any longer, 
and unless the tenant can come up with a 
miracle to find solvency, we are dead.” 

If the shareholders did not give the 
directors power to take immediate action, 
“then a receiver appointed by the mort¬ 
gage company—Victoria Public Savings 
Credit Union—will do it for us. That’s the 
position we are in,” Cairns said.

Lakes said Monday the reso¬ 
lution, passed at the closing 
session, also condemned the 
present Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment and former labor 
minister Allan Williams, 
who was responsible for the 
10 men and two women on 
the commission. 

Williams was made attor¬ 
ney-general in a recent cabi¬ 
net shuffle. The new labor 
minister is Jack Heinrich.

Lakes said the resolution 
was: 

• That the present B.C.

School tax rate climbs 


The school tax rate in the Saanich school district will 
rise by more than six mills next year, preliminary esti¬ 
mates by the district indicate. 

A report tabled at a school board meeting Monday esti¬ 
mated that the mill rate for school purposes would climb 
by 14 per cent, up to 50.88 mills from the 1979 rate of 
44.62 mills. 

An Increase in the basic education levy by the pro¬ 
vincial government accounts for 2.5 mills of the 6.26 
mill increase. The increase in the basic education levy, 
charged in every school district, means the provincial 
government will actually pay the district $215,000 less 
in grants than it paid last year, although the school 
district’s gross budget will rise by more than 14 per 
cent. 

“The provincial government is transferring all of 
the increase in the budget to the local homeowner,” 
trustee (Jerry Kristianson said. “The province has not 
picked up its share of inflation.” 

The estimates show a dramatic shift in the ratio by 
which school costs are shared between local taxpayers and 
the provincial government. In 1979 the prttvince paid 47.46 


per cent of the district budget; next year it will pay less than 
40 per cent and the district’s share will top 60 per cent for 
the first time. 

School board secretary-treasurer Ross Ingram noted 
that the school district did not benefit at all from an 
increase of 67 students this fall. Enrolment for each 
school is calculated on 20-pupii instructional units, or 
fractions of instructional units, and pattern of enrol¬ 
ment increases was such that no new instructional units, 
which affect the size of the provincial government’s 
contribution, were gained. 

“If we had gotten the four instructional units we should 
have with 67 more students, it would have made a differ¬ 
ence of a mill,” Ingram noted. 

While trustee Jack Armstrong expressed surprise at 
the mill rate increase, he noted that most homeowners 
will still pay only a small amount of school taxes this 
year, because of the provincial homeowner grant which 
is applied against school taxes. 

In 1979, he said, those with homes in the $50,000 range 
still did not pay any school taxes.

Oil merger 
biggest yet 

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Shareholders of 
Belridge Oil Co. approved the largest merger in 
history Monday at a routine meeting reflecting 
none of the corporate infighting that preceded it. 

Slightly more than 63 per cent of the sharehold¬ 
ers voted to approve the }3.63-hillion merger of 
Belridge, a closely held firm with major oil hold¬ 
ings near Bakerhfieid, Calif., into Shell Oil Co. 

Shell’s proposal called for Belridge sharehold¬ 
ers to receive $3,685 a share in cash or $916 in cash 
and $2,749 in installment notes. Belridge stock had 
been selling for about $2,000 a share before the 
merger was announced. 

Almost all dissenting votes were cast by Mobil 
Corp. and Texaco, Inc., which together own 34.9 per 
cent of Belridge. The two companies had chal¬ 
lenged the bidding procedures of an auction earlier 
this year at which Belridge invited offers from 
major oil companies. Mobil subsequently went to 
court in an effort to delay the merger. 

Belridge, which has an estimated 365 million 
barrels of oil reserves under about 33,000 acres of 
land near Bakersfield, has major holdings of so- 
called heavy oil which gained greatly in value when 
U.S. President Carter ended price controls on it 
earlier this year. 

A suit against Shell and Belridge by Mobil, 
which accused the two companies with issuing false 
and misleading proxy materials, was denied in 
federal court on Friday. 


Sudden drop unexplained 

Yen chops dollar 


NEW YORK (AP) — A big 
sellKiff of dollars in Tokyo 
sent the dollar plummeting 
against the Japanese yen 
Monday, and the U.S. cur¬ 
rency was generally weaker 
elsewhere as well. The price 
of gold rose. 

Dealers were generally at 
a loss to explain the dollar’s 
sharp drop against the yen in 
Tokyo, which was matched 
hours later in New York. 

One New York trader said 
that it might have been the 
result of large-scale selling 
of dollars by Japanese ex¬ 
porters that wasn’t balanced 
by a similar wave of buying. 
The trader said Japanese 
importers seemed to have 
purchased dollars last week, 
pushing the U.S. currency up 
strongly and setting it up for 
the fall. 

The dollar’s plunge 
against the yen was the big- 
gest one-day drop in 
memo^. It dove more than 
10 yen in Tokyo and almost 9 
yen in New York.

Excess of ^motherly love* 
starts Canadian rebellion 


’TORONTO (CP) — The current debate 
on and study of government regulations 
indicate Canadians are beginning to relKl 
against “an excess of motherly love,” 
the chairman of the Economic Council of 
Canada said Monday. 

While the need for regulation exists, said 
Sylvia Ostry, change and innovation are 
also necessary though uncomfortable. 

“Only the dead are completely secure," 
Mrs. Ostry told a council conference on 
government regulation. 

’The council is in the process of working 
itself through some 40 research studies it 
has commissioned on the subject since 
July, 1978, when the former Liberal gov¬ 
ernment requested the information. 

,So far, the council has issued an interim 
report which “provides only a broad con¬ 
ceptual view.” 

But the message is clear — “the intro¬ 
duction of government regulation usually 
substitutes a political or administrative 
decision for the action of a market,” she 
.said. 

And while it’s done to benefit the public 
or a group, “regulatory constraints may 
well inflict costs on some groups while 
conferring benefits to others.” 

But recommendations directly coming to 
grips with specific regulations or regu¬ 
lated industries and occupations won’t 


come out until the final report to be re¬ 
leased at the end of 1980. 

New knowledge will lead to pressure for 
more regulation in the 1980s — an in¬ 
creasing demand for tighter regulation of 
engineering standards, safety precautions, 
the management of waste and control of 
emissions and private or personal liabil¬ 
ity. 

The demand is for “regulation that 
would go far beyond what would, havc.hecn . 
regaroM as reasonable even a decade 
ago,’ Mrs. Ostry said. 

’The call for more regulation comes from 
incidents such as the Mississauga chlorine 
gas scare and the Three-Mile Island nu¬ 
clear crisis. 

On top of that, the computerized 
methods of handling knowledge is fast 
“outstripping the ability of legislators 
and regulators to avoid tripping over exist¬ 
ing regulatory constraints, let alone to 
keep pace,” she said. 

One result is the conflict between the 
privacy of the individual and freedom of 
information. 

“Tell me everything I want to know 
about anyone else, but don’t tell anyone 
el.se anything about me,” she said in de¬ 
scribing the problem. 

’’Genuine regulatory reform will take 
courage.”

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pCrazy clauses- 
discourage 
player swaps 

By WILL GRIMSLEY 

TOKONTO (AP) — The annual baseball meetings 
arc now history. The moguls labored and produced 
a mouse. They wound up virtually exchanging 
bubble gum cards but not too much real live 
flesh. 

Fir?., fizz, pop, pop. The old talent-swapping 
bazaar — once the exciting highlight of the hot- 
stove season — ain't what she used to be. 

"It's not the dollar marks any more, it's all those 
crazy clauses down in the small type of the con¬ 
tracts that's botching up the trades," commented 
Sparky Anderson, the silver-thatched shaper of 
world champion teams at Cincinnati now plotting 
another empire with Detroit’s kiddie corps 
"You wouldn't believe some of the conditions that 
the.se guys, with the help of their agents, get 
incorporated into these agreements." 

Oh, yes, we would, Sparky. 

Take Rico Carty, the Toronto inflelder. His con¬ 
tract includes 32 pages, provoking team-mates to 
kid, “Hey, Rico, you can’t carry that around in your 
hip pocket." 

Rico doesn't talk about the details. Neither does 
his agent. The club simi¬ 
larly respects his pri¬ 
vacy. But it has leaked 
out that among Carty’s 
provisions are that he be 
allowed to play winter 
ball, serve as a scout in 
the Dominican Republic 
in the off-season, drive a 
private limousine (Is it 
really a Mercedes?) and 
always get a king-sized 
bed On the road. 

Since free ageney 
came along and ball play¬ 
ers feel naked without an 
agent or a lawyer at their 
elbow, such provisions 
have become common¬ 
place. 

More than exorbitant salary demands, these little 
legalistic jewels stuck at the end of agreements are 
the bane of club owners and general managers. 

"When we arc considering a trade or signing a 
free agent," says Sparky, who is always consulted 
on such Tiger deliberations, “we look at some of 
these outlandish demands and we say, ‘If this guy 
thinks this way now, what’s he going to be 
when we get him?’ 

"Then, more than likely, we decide, 'Aw, let’s 
forget it."’ 

This happened in more than several of those inti¬ 
mate little conferences at the Toronto convention, 
nullifying prospective trades. It's the new face of 
ba.sebull. 

Players are demanding everything from water 
beds on the road to the right to travel commercially 
instead of on the team's chartered flight, and from 
low-percentage loans to the privilege of returning 
home on off days. 

Mickey Lolich, whose great pitching days were at 
Detroit yet who wound up with expansionist San 
Diego, had a provision that he never had to ste|) on 
the scales. He was constantly being prodded about 
his weight. 

M. Donald Grant, the New York Mets former 
chairman of the board, reportedly unloaded hard¬ 
hitting Rusty .Staub becau.se Rusty insisted that so 
many of his unusual demands be agreed to in 
writing. 

For instance, it's said he refused airplane flights 
to fields without certain-sized runways and insisted 
on a .'lO-minutc break before game time for personal 
preparation. This upset normal batting and infield 
practice. 

Doc Medich of the Texas Rangers has a clause 
which will elevate him to team doctor when his 
pitching days arc over. 

The late Thurman Munson demanded the right to 
fly his own plane. This resulted in tiis own tragic 
death. 

Such trivialities as single rooms, king-sized beds, 
no-trade-no-cut provisions, bonus and option 
clauses, big loans at negligible interest have be¬ 
come run of the mill. 

But some current contracts are mind-boggling in 
their variety and scope. 

Pitcher Bert Blyleven of the Pirates, for in¬ 
stance, has a contract that continues into the year 
2,003. But even he is upstaged by his hulking, 
power-hitting team-mate, Dave Parker. 

Parker has a $4-million-plus contract which could 
reach $1 million a year before the end of his five 
years. But that’s just the beginning. When he has 
played out his option he can sign with another club, 
wait five years and then continue on the Pi 
rates’ payroll. 

For how long? Until year 2007

Placid, N.Y., later this 
month to compete in the an¬ 
nual Moscow meet with a 
group of players looked on 
either as expendable or not 
ready by their National 
Hockey League owners. 

Bill Watters, the some¬ 
times players’ agent who has 
taken on the portfolio of gen¬ 
eral manager for these an¬ 
nual safaris to Moscow—it’s 
all part of the National 
Hockey League’s commit¬ 
ment to the Soviets for assur¬ 
ance they will compete in a 
Canada Chip tourney every 
four years — admits the task 
of putting a team together 
isn’t all that simple. 

Many of the pros in the 
lineup are one-time No. I 
draft picks who are not per¬ 
forming to their expected 
potential or, in some cases, 
have had a falling out with 
their NHL team.

Another collegiate player, 
Joe Grant of the University 
of Toronto, was to join the 
Olympic contingent for the 
Moscow trip but suffered a 
fractured cheekbone in a 
game against the Thunder 
Bay Twins senior team Sun¬ 
day night.

■Pincay taking rest- 
he can well afford 


NEW YORK (AP) — Laffit Pincay is going to 
take a vacation. He sure can afford one. 

The Panamanian pians to rest untii Santa Anita 
opens Dec. 26 now that he has become the first 
jockey ever to ride winners of $8 miiiion in a 
single year. He also is the only rider to hit the 
$7-mtllion mark. 

Pincay, 32, posted one victory, two seconds and 
two thir^ Sunday at Aqueduct and finished the day 
with 1979 purse money of $8,021,558. 

“This is how I wanted to get it — on a winner,” 
said Pincay after breaking the $8-million barrier by 
winning a $12,000 maiden claiming race for two- 
yearKilds aboard Raymond Z. “I didn't want second 
money. I wanted all of it.” 

PUicay’s 410th victory of the year was worth 
$7,200 and put his earnings at $8,007,080. Jockeys 
normally get 10 per cent of the purse. 

Raymond Z., who broke through the gate before 
the start of the race and had to reloaded, got up^. 
in the fii>a'.«trtdes to beat Sagacious,by a neck.' 

.> w- >1 vvas a little nervous when Raymond Z. broke 
through the gate,” said Pincay. “In the stretch I 
didn't IbklkT could get up, but I didn't quit on the 
horse.” 

Even in these days of inflation, Pincay's accom¬ 
plishment is astonishing. It came two years after 
Steve Cauthen became the first $6-million jockey. It 
also smashed the old single-year money record for 
a jockey of $6,188,353 set in 1978 by Darrel 
McHarguc. 

Pincay overtook McHarguc on Oct. 6 when 
he rode Affirmed to victory in the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup at Belmont. 

In addition to his record purse money in 1979, he 
became only the ninth jockey to win 4,000 career 
races when be scored aboard My Daughter Cuca in 
the ninth at Aqueduct on Nov. 19. He is second only 
to Bill Shoemaker in total purse money with 
about $48.5 million. 

He has won the Eclipse Award as the top jockey in 
1971,1973 and 1974; he was the U.S.'s leading money 
winning jockey for five straight years, 1970-74, and 
he was elected to racing's Hall of Fame in 1974. 


Complaints, protests 
mar gymnastic event 


FORT WORTH, Tex. 
(Reuter) — The Soviet Union 
won more than twice as 
many medals as the next- 
ranked country, the United 
States, in the world gymnas¬ 
tics championships, marred 
by several Illnesses, includ¬ 
ing that of Nadia Comaneci, 
and numerous protests. 

The Soviets took 16 
medals, including the world 
championships of Alexandre 
Ditiatin and Nelli Kim plus 
the gold team medal. This 
was their revenge against 
the ^apsMCse, reigning team 
champions in all major in¬ 
ternational gymnastics 
events for the last 20 years. 

Although they did not win 
any medals, the Canadian 
women’s team was lOlh and 
the men's team 11th, qualify- 
ing both for next summer’s 
Olympic Games in Moscow. 

Top Canadians were Philip 
Delesalle of Victoria, 12th in 
the all-round men’s individ¬ 
ual competition, and Elfi 
Schlagel of Toronto, 28th in 
women's all-round individ¬ 
uals. 

The top eight gymnasts in 
each division vied for gold 
medals in individual events 
Sunday. 

Ditiatin saved the cham¬ 
pionship for the Soviets after 
■•fhe defender, Nikolai An¬ 
drianov, failed to qualify 
among the top 36 men in the 


week-long tournament 
which ended late Sunday. 

Kim also saved the 
women's championship for 
her team when defender 
Elena Mukhina stayed at 
home to face possible knee 
surgery. 

Kim expressed complaints 
which many officials and 
spectators shared. "The em¬ 
phasis is DOW so much on 
acrobatics that beauty and 
grace are lost,” she said at a ' 
news confcpence. 

The Soviets were edged 
out of their women's team 
championship by Romania, 
even without star Comane¬ 
ci. 

The Romanian is recover¬ 
ing from surgery on her a^ 
cessed left hand and is to be 
released from her hospital — 
against the advice of her two 
local doctors — to fly home 
with her team. 

World championship offi¬ 
cials continually commented 
during competition that the 
Romanian team was so thin 
that its members looked un¬ 
dernourished. Many of 
them, including Emilia 
Ebcrie who took the gold in 
the floor exercises with a 
pixieish kitten-like routine, 
looked like emaciated little 
girls with elderly faces. 

Kim, one of the few 
womanly participants, 
added, "This is women's 
gymnastics. And we really 


should separate children 
from women’s gymnastics. 

“Girl5.17 and 18 do every¬ 
thing possible to look 12 and 
13. What is one to do?” She 
also echoed many partici¬ 
pants’ opinions when she 
complained that the judging 
was not objective. 

The Romaniaii coach, Bela 
Karoly, put in six complaints 
about his women's team 
scores in one night alone. He 
added, "It's a real pity that 
the Chinese women were 
scored so below their 
level.” 

Even so, the Chinese 
women finished a stron|l 
fourth behind the Romanian 
gold team, the Soviets with 
silver and the East Gor¬ 
mans’ bronze. ' 

The Peking men placed 
fifth all around, earning 
entry for both teams in the 
1980 Moscow Olympics for 
the first time. This will be 
the first time China has par¬ 
ticipated in an Olympiad 
since the 1948 London 
games. No team from Pek¬ 
ing had participated in. any 
world wide gymnastics meet 
for 18 years since China 
withdrew from most inter¬ 
national sports bodies. 

The Chinese wowed the 
crowd with their aerial 
stunts although much 
smoothness and elegance 
was sacrificed, especially by 
the men.

Borg wraps up year with win over Connors 


MONTREAL (CP) — Victory in 
his final tournament of 1979 was 
especially sweet for tennis super- 
star Bjorn Borg of Sweden. 

Not only did Borg breeze 
through the World Championship 
Tennis Challenge Cup without los¬ 
ing any of his five matches, but he 
also defeated Jimmy Connore.af 
the United St^Ha,-tt!#"mari he 
replaced as the world’s No. 1 ten¬ 
nis player, in Sunday's final. 

“Yes, It’s very satisfying, espe¬ 
cially because this is the last tour¬ 
nament of the year," Borg said. “I 
wanted to win this tournament 
very badly because I’ve never 
won it before. I enjoyed it very 
much," he added of his week in 
Montreal. 

With the season now over for 
him, Borg goes home to Monte 


Carlo, adding a Challenge Cup 
purse of $180,000 to his 1979 earn¬ 
ings of more than $3 million. 

Connors won $80,000 for his 
week’s work — $30,000 for his 
three round-robin victories and 
$50,000 for his semi-final triumph 
oyer Chile’s Hans Gildemeister pn 
Saturday. 

Burg had reached the final with 
a tough 6-3, 6-2 victory over 
American Tim Gullikson. 

In losing 6-4, 6-2, 2-6, 6-4 in 
the final, Connors was the only 
man to win a set from Borg all 
week. Both had swept through 
their four-man groups with 3-0 
round-robin records. 

The final was a meeting of 
the two players who between them 
have held the world’s No. 1 ranking 
since 1974. Connors was on top for 


most of that time, but 1979 has 
been Borg’s year. He won 79 
matches while losing ju.st five, 
captured his fourth straight 
Wimbledon title, and took over 
from Connors as the world’s top- 
ranked player On April 9. 

It was a brilliant final between 
the two rivals. Borg won the first 
set of the three-hour match, 
breaking Connors’ service twice. 
He dominated the second set, tak¬ 
ing 11 straight points in one 
stretch, and seemed ready to 
make quick work of Connors. 

But the Swede’s serve deserted 
him in the third set, and Connors’ 
brilliant service returns pressured 
Borg into numerous mistakes. De¬ 
spite beating Connors for the sixth 
straight time, Borg acknowledged 
that Connors, who had an off year 


— for him — in 1979, 
better. 

“I think he’s playing a little bit 
better than he was before,” Borg 
said. "He was more consistent. I 
don’t think he made that many 
errors.” 

Connors, who won 75 of his 
85 matches in 1979, agreed with 
Borg’s assessment of his play. 

‘‘I’m definitely a contender 
these days,” said Ckinnors, who 
was gracious in defeat after upset¬ 
ting a number of people with his 
conduct during the week. 

“I say that because this year I 
had other things on my mind that 
were more important than ten¬ 
nis,” he added.

TORONTO (CP) — Can¬ 
ada is at the top of an “in¬ 
credibly long” waiting list 
for Mexican oil and its re¬ 
quests will be fulfilled, Mex¬ 
ico's ambassador to Canada 
said Monday. 

Agustin Barrios Gomez 
said Mexico considers Can¬ 
ada one of its “future best 
friends,” and although it has 
not been a regular customer 
for oil it will be treated as a 
close friend.

Canadian government. 

A Canada-Mexico agree¬ 
ment is about to be signed,

dian metallurgical coal for 
its steel industries, he said. 

“Mexico wants to think of 
itself as a country whose 
relations with the rest of the 
world are not restricted to 
petrolum but are broad and 
varied at every level and 
based on mutual respect and 
shared benefits. 

He said Mexico will never 
become a member of the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries and will 
never enter sport or specula¬ 
tive oil markets which he 
said disrupt the world econ¬ 
omy.

LOS ANGELlfS — Like aviator specs, cotton lab 
coats and roomy warm-up suits, quilted coats this year 
have successfully made the transfer from high function 
to high fashion. But the newest quilts, whose lines 
and b^y-insulating fabrics owe a debt to mover's blan¬ 
kets, ski wear and camper's gear, are decidedly more 
sleek than the items that inspired them. And certainly 
more wearable. 

In contrast to their serviceable down or polyester- 
filled forebears — .some of which had all the grace of a 
grounded dirigible — the best of the current quilted 
coats arc commodiqus enough to pop over a suit or 
blar.cr, trim and elegant enough to double as an eve¬ 
ning wrap and light enough to stow into a suitcase. 

With all that style and performance going for it, the 
quilted coat is fast shaping up as a cool-weather classic. 
“Quilts are beginning to cut into the wool coat busi¬ 
ness,” observes Irving Rubenstein of Braefair-Bractan.

NEW YORK — .Sometimes it behooves a 
woman to put on makeup—lots of it.

Let me start by saying this 
surely does not sound like 
cancer. Secondly, if all in¬ 
fectious diseases have been 
ruled out, then, according to 
my urology consultant, the 
discharge probably repre¬ 
sents natural secretions 
from the prostate gland, a 
common condition in elderly 
men. There is nothing to be 
done for it. 

I'd welcome any other 
doctor's thoughts on this. 
The reader has written 
twice. As he says “there 
must be an answer,” so I'd 
better find it for him if he 
isn't satisfied with my con¬ 
sultant's. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: How 
does a doctor diagnose 
whooping cough? — N.O. 

First, of course, it is im¬ 
portant to know if the child 
has been vaccinated.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
British Columbia doctors 
are being asked by their pro¬ 
fessional associations to re¬ 
sist pressure from employ¬ 
ers to have workers returned 
to their jobs before they are 
fit. 

The message will be re¬ 
layed to doctors through a 
newsletter and the B.C. 
Medical Journal following a 
decision by the B.C. College 
of Physicians and Surgeons 
and the B.C. Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The action follows meet¬ 
ings with the B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Labor, which has 
been collecting instances of 
abuse. 

One case involved a letter 
sent out by the post office to 
all B.C. and Yukon postmas¬ 
ters last summer suggesting 
that they write doctors treat¬ 
ing injured employees urg¬ 
ing them to give the go- 
ahead for a return to work. 

Sample letters provided by 
the post office name the em¬ 
ployee, give rates of pay and 
expected rate of return and 
say that the employee's re¬ 
turn is important in helping 
the department meet its 
commitments to the public.

He said when one looks at 
such organizations as Stan¬ 
dard Broadcast Ltd., FT or 
Sterling Newspapers Ltd. 
“they obviously at least indi¬ 
cate some danger areas 
where undue concentration 
of ownership and capital 
might cause some concern 
as far as anti-competitive 
activities in the market 
place arc concerned.” 

Conrad Black, Argus 
chairman, and some associ¬ 
ates have hid to buy the FP 
chain, which owns eight 
newspapers. Details of the 
offer have not been re¬ 
vealed. Shareholders arc to 


discuss them at a Toronto 
meeting. 

Black already owns Ster¬ 
ling, a chain of small news¬ 
papers. Argus controls Stan¬ 
dard Broadcast, a chain of 
radio stations including 
CHUM, Toronto’s largest. 

Lawrence told Liberal 
Lloyd Axworthy that the fed¬ 
eral government has ex¬ 
pressed concern over the 
proposed merger. 

He told reporters later that 
the director of investigations 
has started studies to deter¬ 
mine whether a formal in¬ 
vestigation is needed. 

He said it was not the size 
of the proposed merger that 
might cause concern but the 
effect it might have on com¬ 
petition and the fact there 
might be some “duplica¬ 
tion” of control in the news¬ 
paper and publishing busi¬ 
ness. 

He said the director could 


take some time to decide 
whether a formal investiga¬ 
tion was needed. 

If the director decided that 
the formal investigation un¬ 
covered restraint of coptpe- 
tition, he could take one of 
two steps. 

He could put the matter 
before the consumer affairs 
minister and the justice de¬ 
partment for consideration 
of prosecution. 

Or he could put the matter 
before the restrictive trade 
practices commission. The 
commission in turn could de¬ 
cide there should be prosecu¬ 
tion. 

Considering the impor¬ 


tance of the FP situation, 
Lawrence said, he suspected 
that the director would take 
the former course.

Honda suit thrown out 


MONTREAL (CP) — One of Que¬ 
bec's largest consumer protection 
groups lost Monday in a bid to file a 
$67.6-million class action suit against 
Canadian Honda Motor Ltd. for ai- 
leged rusting and engine problems. 

Superior Court Justice Ivan Bisail- 
ion—who said at the outset of the 
hearing that he was a satisfied Honda 
owner-denied the Automobiie Pro¬ 
tection Association permission to fiie 
suit on behaif of a potential class of 
165,000 car owners. 

The judge ruled that the plaintiff 
had to be a dissatisfied Honda owner, 
and the APA did not fiil the bill. 

Earlier this month, the APA asked 


for permission to file the damage suit 
on behalf of the owners whose 1976-78 
models cars allegedly had premature 
rusting problems and whose 1976-77 
CVeXIs had defective head gaskets. 

The ruling killed what the APA said 
was the first class action in Canada 
filed by an established consumers' as¬ 
sociation rather than an ad hoc group 
of consumers ailied only to defray 
court costs. 

At Monday’s hearing. APA lawyers 
attemped to file affidavits from two 
Honda owners attesting that they had 
been members of the consumer asso¬ 
ciation from the time they made their 
original complaints. 


But Bisaillon refused to allow the 
documents, saying they should have 
been submitted earlier this month 
when the APA fiied its request. He 
said failure to produce them earlier 
was a “fatai” mistake. 

In the first seconds of the hearing 
Bisaillon said his family owned a 
Honda which fell into one of the cate¬ 
gories named in the APA’s action 
and that he was satisfied with it. 

Guy Desjardins, lawyer for Honda, 
said pubiicity about the case had 
caused tbe company considerable 
harm and hinted that it might seek 
damages.

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Refugee crisis- 
high on list 
in foreign talk 

PARIS (CP) — External Affairs Minister Flora 
McDonald discussed new ways of dealing with the 
Cambodian refugee crisis Monday in talks with 
French Foreign Minister Jean Francois F^ncet. 

She told reporters she and Francois Poncet ex¬ 
plored the idea of a demilitarized zone along the 
Thai border with Cambodia where starving refu¬ 
gees would be free of constant military clasTies. 

The two ministers also agreed the United Na¬ 
tions should be the main forum for handling the 
political issues in Cambodia. She said she and 
Francois Poncet are interested In seeing how Secre¬ 
tary-General Kurt Waldheim carries out a UN 
resolution calling for Vietnamese withdrawal from 
war-ravaged Cambodia. 

The minister said the Iranian crisis “has had 
such a high profile-^nd naturally so—that unfor¬ 
tunately it has to a large extent driven the 
problems of Cambodia and Indochina off the front 
pages of newspapers at a time when thousands are 
dying every day.” 

MacDonald’s meeting with Francois Poncet 
was shorter than planned to make way for discus¬ 
sions between the French minister and U.S. State 
Secretary Cyrus Vance. The Canadian minister 
said she would be seeing the French minister again 
today. 

At that meeting, MacDonald expects to discuss 
the Iranian and other world issues with Francois 
Poncet as well as direct France-Canada ques¬ 
tions. 

The minister also spoke briefly at a France- 
Canada Association meeting and a dinner given by 
Francois Poncet where she said English as well as 
French-Canadians share the same outlook with 
France. * 

The minister defended at the news briefing the 
Conservative government's decision to withdraw 
from the program to sponsor 50,000 Southeast Asian 
refugees in Canada, leaving sponsorship to private 
groups. The government is channelling its money to 
direct aid to Cambodian refugees in Southeast 
Asia.

court eviction 


TEL AVIV (UPI) — Mi- 
liant zealots defied their 
leaders’ agreement with 
Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin on Monday and vowed 
not to budge from an out¬ 
lawed Jewish settlement in 
the occupied West Bank, 
threatening a confrontation 
with the government. 

Bulldours started widen¬ 
ing a road leading to Mount 
Kabir where a new settle¬ 
ment is to be built to replace 
the nearby outpost of Elon 
Moreh, dMlar^ Illegal by 
the Supreme Court Oct. 22 
because it is built on private 
Arab land. 

Members of Gush Emun- 
im, the radical group that 
settled Elon Moreh, ada¬ 


mantly refused to move 
from t^ hilltop site until the 
government changes the 
legal status of the West Bank 
to permit widespread Jewish 
settlement of the disputed 
area. 

But Be^ told reporters 
he and the Gush Emunim 
agreed last week the govern¬ 
ment would consider chang¬ 
ing the legal status of the 
re^on once the 15 families at 
Elon Moreh moved to Mount 
Kabir. He implied the group 
reneged on its promise. 

“These are important 
matters — certainly the gov¬ 
ernment will deal with them 
after the court’s decision is 
carried out and after they 
will move to the new site 


which will be built for 
them," be said. 

“That is what has been 
agreed between us. I hope 
the agreement will come 
about. They promised me 
they would move." 

Ihe court ordered the fa¬ 
milies — about <0 men, 
women and children — to 
evacuate Elon Moreh by 
Nov. 21. (Jush Emunim won 
an extension from the gov¬ 
ernment until Dec. 20. 

Deputy Prime Minister 


Simha Ehrli^ said If the 
settlers did not leave the 
area voluntarily the army 
would be called In and “they 
will be evicted by force. The 
government has one role — 
to carry out the Supreme 
Court decision. 

“Fifteen families cannot 
play around with a coun¬ 
try.” 

Ehrlich said It would cost 
up to (2.4 million to build the 
settlement at Mount Kabir. 


Israel’s poor, bristling over 
the latest round of price in¬ 
creases, have protested vio¬ 
lently over giving settle¬ 
ments precedence over 
alleviating poverty.

CALCTHTA, India (Reu¬ 
ter) — Authorities on Mon¬ 
day postponed next month’s 
national election in much 
of the northeastern Indian 
state of Assam, imposed 
curfews on several towns 
and sent troops to one dis¬ 
trict to quell rioting. 

For weeks, the tribal peo¬ 
ples of Assam—an isolat¬ 
ed, hilly territory of 18 mil¬ 
lion people. Joined to India 
by a narrow corridor—have 
iK'en seething with resent¬ 
ment over “Illegal aliens" 
from neighboring Bangla¬ 
desh and West Bengal. 

Demonstrators demanded 
ihat up to 200,000 such Im¬ 
migrants be taken off local 
electoral rolls and called for 
piistponement of the elec¬ 
tions until their demaifd was 
met.

Garden Notes 


Last year, during the Christmas 
season, one of my readers made me 
very happy and brought a warm glow 
into my heart. She sent a most attrac¬ 
tive Christmas card with her best 
wishes, and along with the card came 
a long letter telling me what had hap¬ 
pened to a Coleus houseplant she had 
raised from seed. 

She was able to raise several fine 
plants from a tiny pinch of seed I had' 
sent her earlier, and one of these 
colorful foliage plants was given to an 
elderly woman In a nursing home. Up 
to this time, the woman had been 
discouraged and apathetic, with abso¬ 
lutely no interest In her appearance or 
her surroundings, and her health had 
been goinff downhill steadily. 

But from the moment she began to 
care for her gift plant, she perked up, 
taking a new interest in life, and ac¬ 
cording to my correspondent, the erst¬ 
while invalid is now active and looking 
at least 10 years younger. 

I have seen this happen before, with 
a potted plant of one sort or another 
providing the spark — something to 
look after and care for — and to my 
mind, it is doubtful if any Christmas 
gift gives greater pleasure or confers 
a greater tenefit to a shut-in or invalid 
than a good, attractive houseplant. 

There is one danger which must be 


guarded against when making such 
gifts, however. It must be remem¬ 
bered that the living quarters of an 
inactive shut-in must necessarily be 
kept warmer than the temperatures 
for a busy housewife, and only too 
often, a “miffy” or fussy plant will 
simply pack it up and drop its leaves in 
the overheated atmosphere of an in¬ 
valid's room. 

Given an unsuitable environment, 
the gay Christmas Cherry, for in¬ 
stance, can become a bedraggled, 
leafless spectacle in Just a few days, 
while the gorgeous Cineraria reacts to 
high temperatures and stuffy air by 
going into a state of (iomptete col¬ 
lapse. 

While the responsibility in caring 
for a gift plant provides a much-need¬ 
ed purpose in life to a shut-in, its cariy 
wiiting and dying can be most dis¬ 
couraging and depressing. Conse¬ 
quently, it Is mo.st important to make 
sure the plant chosen is a type which 
will adjust to the conditions in an 
invalid’s room. 

It is well to remember that nearly 
all our presentation houseplants have 
been raised in a greenhouse, with 
plenty of light on all sides, with free 
ventilation and with temperatures and 
humidity controlled within very nar¬ 
row limits. It is always a considerable 
shock to a plant when it leaves the.se 


carefully controlled conditions to take 
up residence in a room which mpy be 
cold and drafty by night and as hot and 
dry as the Sahara during the day. 

The trick in keeping a Christmas 
gift plant alive and thriving is to try to 
recapture those greenhouse conditions 
for at least the first few days while the 
plant is becoming acclimatized to its 
new environment. Insufficient light 
won’t hurt it for its first few days 
while it is settling down; in fact, even 
the most confirmed sun worshippers 
should be kept out of direct sunshine 
and away from drafty windows at 
first, bringing them gradually into full 
light. 

One thing to avoid particularly is 
much difference between day and 
night temperatures. It isn’t always 
easy to arrange matters to the plant’s 
liking, but you can sometimes manage 
it by moving the plant into another 
room for the night. Keep It well away 
from steam radiators and out of the 
direct current of air from a hot air 
register. 

The Coleus, the Aphelandra and the 
African violet arc all good plants for 
this purpose. The cactus and other 
succulents, including the Aloe, Agave 
and Ilaworthia all make loveable pets, 
although the recipient mu.st be warned 
against overwatering these desert 
plants.

In a current special Issue 
on the 1970s, Life magazine 
gives a page to Seventies 
Speak, which is what it calls 
words and phrases that 
pupped up in a decade of 
unprecedented babble. 

Among the best-known are 
angel dust, black hole, bot¬ 
tom liae, disco, laid back, 
gay power, leisure suit, and 
macho, of which. I would 
guess, only black hole and 
macho will last, except as 
antiquities. Maybe disco will 
last, too, as charleston has, 
in nostalgic references. 

Pre-owned, the magazine 
notes, appeared as a euphe-, 
mism for used, as in pre¬ 
owned car. Thanks partly to 
Watergate, it was a decade 
rich in euphemism, such as 
inoperative, which really 
meant that "our lie has been 
found out; consequently we 
are withdrawing it.” Life 
overlooks inoperative, but it 
does note stonewall, mean¬ 
ing “whatever happens, 
admit nothing," and smok¬ 
ing gun, meaning indisput¬ 
able evidence of a crime. It 
might have listed Watergate 
itself. 

In the I9tl0s, perhaps, the 
hardiest of these euphe¬ 
misms will become en¬ 
trenched, and start to spawn 
offspring. Pre-owned car 
may give rise to pre-owned 
car salesman, and then to 
the deprecatory question: 
"Would you buy a pre-owned 
car from that man?" Some¬ 
how, though, it doesn’t seem 
to have the old clout.

chobabble was a word in¬ 
vented to describe a whole 
glossary of other words in¬ 
vented during the decade In 
the service of freehand psy¬ 
chotherapy: rebirthing, for 
example, which Life de¬ 
scribes as a form of therapy 
“involving naked immersion 
in a hot tub, a snorkel, and 
the alleged re-experience of 
one’s birth as a key to en¬ 
lightenment, prosperity and 
bliss." 

'There was a great deal of 
pretentious but meaningless 
inflation of words during the 
decade, such as that of alter¬ 
native, which became viable 
alternative. There is a viable 
question, of course, whether 
an alternative that is not 
viable is really an alterna¬ 
tive. 

Since It does not seem to be 
a euphemism, there is no 
way of explaining the phrase 
shower activity, which is 
much favored by our televi¬ 
sion weathermen. Granting 
that showers are different in 
degree from rain, why can’t 
they just say showers, in¬ 
stead of shower activity? It 
is the kind of gobbledygook 
that derives from the notion 
that more is better. 

No one can say whether all 
or any of these newcomers 
will last, even through the 
rest of 1979; but according to 
B. £ C. Merriam Co., the 
publishers of Meniam-Web- 
star's dictionaries, the life 
expectancy of new words Is 
not high. “Many are called 
but few are chosen,” says 
Merriam in a press release 
about words that have 


turned up recently bul which 
have not yet made it into that 
company’s dictionaries. 
"Many never catch on. To 
become an established part 
of the language a word must 
really prove that it’s useful 
and us^ by a large segment 
of society." 

That is good news, consid¬ 
ering the kind of words that 
Merriam has found in print, 
but not yet acknowledged as 
being in. A crepewich, for 
example, is a sandwich 
made with crepes. A tele¬ 
copter is a helicopter 
equipped with a television 
camera. A videohollc is a 
person who is addicted to 
watching television. A po- 
vertkian is a politician who 
has made a career out of 
antipoverty programs. Hesi- 
llation is inflation combined 
with a slow economic 
growth. A Simo is a book 
published in hardcover and 
softcover simultaneously. 
To medlaize is to affect 
through the communications 
media, especially televi¬ 
sion. 

Let us pray that none of 
the.se makes it. especially 
videoholic, and all other oho- 
lic words. On the other hand, 
Merriam notes some other 
newcomers that aren’t bad. 
Cop opera, for example, 
meaning a TV show about 
police work, such as Drag 
net and Streets of San Fran¬ 
cisco. Also, sexcom, mean¬ 
ing a sexy sitcom, is OK if 
you like sitcom to begin with. 
Sexpionage, meaning the use 
of sex to obtain secrets, is 
catchy; but it comes along a 


few thousand years loo late. 
We can get along without it. 
as we always have. 

The fact that a word 
doesn’t make it into Mer- 
riam’s dictionaries doesn’t 
necessarily mean it isn’t a 
good word. I sort of like 
granny squad, for example, 
which means a police squad 
assigned to crimes against 
old people, but Merriam 
hasn’t accepted it yet. 

Perhaps granny squad 
won’t catch on, since it 
seems a bit patronizing. On 
the other hand. Life also 
notes the appearance of 
ageism, meaning ’'di.scrimi- 
nation against the elderly for 
being old." But 1 suppose the 
old would b«‘ glad to have 
some policemen protecting 
them from burglars, mugg 
gers, swindlers, murderers 
and even rapists, whatever 
they were called. 

Altogether the 1970s seem 
to have been a poor decade 
for new words. The decades 
of the Second World War, the 
Cold War and Vietnam were 
far more productive of 
words that are likely to 
stay. 

I don’t know why. The 70s 
were the decade of terrorism 
and tyranny, and should 
have energized the language 
as the previous three dec¬ 
ades did. Instead we got 
doublespeak, gobbledygook 
and psychobabble. Perhaps 
things have become so bad 
that our genius for language 
is simply not up to the task. 

Oh, well. Into each decade 
some shower activity must 
fall.

(Quite often a man does not 
use the same surname as his father, 
and frequently two or more brothers 
have different names.) 

• That Poland, during its mon¬ 
archy, was the only country with a 
"democratic" nobility; all Polish nob¬ 
lemen were in theory equal, and re¬ 
sisted the royal tendency to introduce 
orders of precedence within the aris¬ 
tocracy.

Mother Teresa’s award 
closed a decade of contro¬ 
versial and highly political 
peace prizes, on a unifying, 
religious note. 

As Norwegians watched on 
television. King Olav, the 
diplomatic corps, members 
of the Norwegian govern¬ 
ment and all who had come 
to pay tribute to Mother 
Teresa Joined in prayer. 

Though she usually steers 
clear of controversy. Mother 
Teresa chose to press her 
long-standing opposition to 
abortion. 

“To me, the nations with 
legalized abortion are the 


poorest nations,” she said. 
‘"The greatest destroyer of 
peace today is the crime 
against the innocent unborn 
child.” 

At her mission in Calcutta, 
where she started working 
with the poorest of the poor 
in 1946, Mother Teresa and 
those who work with her try 
to place unwanted children 
through adoption. They also 
teach a version of the tradi¬ 
tional church-approved 
“rhythm method” of birth 
control. 

Hundreds of Oslo residents 
honored Mother Teresa with 
a torchlight parade Sunday 
night. 


Pakistani Abdus Salam, 
53, who shared the physics 
prize with Americans Steven 
Weinberg, 46 and Sheldon 
Glashow, 47, brought his in¬ 
fant grandchildren onto 
stage at Stockhom’s Concert 
House. 

While the orchestra played 
Pomp and Circumstanceand 
the formally-attired audi¬ 
ence of royalty and diplo¬ 
mats applauded the Nobel 
winners, the toddlers sat 
down on the stage — and 
played. 

^ King Gustav presented the 
$193,000 awards to the win¬ 
ners: five Americans, one 
Pakistani, one German, two 
Britons and one Greek being 
honored for their achieve¬ 
ments in medicine, physics, 
chemistry, literature, and 
economics. 

The 11th award, the Nobel 
Peace Prize, was presented 
.separately in Oslo, Norway, 
to Mother Teresa of Calcut¬ 
ta, the Roman Catholic nun 
who has devoted her life to 
caring for India's sick and 
poor. 

But it was Salam’s grand¬ 
children who stole the show 
as tugged at their grandfa¬ 
ther’s legs and figetted on 
the stage bedecked in bands 
of red, yellow and pink flow¬ 
ers.

OTTAWA — Over¬ 
whelmed by the welter ol 
details and numbers in 
tonight’s federal budget, 
many taxpayers may fail 
to recognize budget night 
as little moce than an 
elaborate exercise in 
mass persuasion. 

But it is no secret around 
the finance department that 
John Crosbie looks at the 
budget as the climax of his 
relentless six-month cam¬ 
paign to teach Canadians to 
expect less from govern¬ 
ment. 

It remains to be seen how 
the finance minister fares as 
an amateur psychologist. 
But the stakes are high for 
Joe Clark’s young govern¬ 
ment. 


SINCE MID-SUMMER, 
Crosbie has been preparing 
the nation for this budget 
with a ciever, but politicaliy 
risky, campaign to convince 
people the government can¬ 
not—indeed should not— 
take major steps to lighten 
the average person's eco¬ 
nomic burden. 

If his message has reached 
Canadians, the budget to¬ 
night will be greeted by most 
taxpayers with a sigh of re¬ 
lief. Taxpayers may idly 
wish the finance minister 
could have offered them 
more, but will applaud him 
for managing the economy 
responsibly. 

If, however, the finance 
minister has failed to sell his 
austerity gospel, Canadians 
will respond to his budget by 
joining the government’s 
critics in denouncing Cros- 
bie’s economic program as 
new evidence of broken 
promises and unfulfilled ex¬ 
pectations. 


TAXPAYERS WILL an¬ 
grily demand to know what 
happened to the ^-billion cut 
in personal income taxes— 
worth about $170 to the aver¬ 
age taxpayer—promised 
during last spring's election 
campaign. 

They will complain that 
the Conservatives called for 
lower interest rates on the 
campaign trail and raised 
them when the party got into 
office. They will insist the 
finance minister explain 
how his party could have 
promised voters an era of 
rising expectations when his 
budget contains forecasts of 
slow economic growth, con¬ 
tinued serious unemploy¬ 
ment, poor trade prospects 
and little relief from infla¬ 
tion. 

On the eve of the budget, 
the nation appeared divided 
between the two vieW. The 
business commujifty and 
some economists were 
grateful that the finance 
minister was determined to 
bring new discipline to 
spending and government 
intervention in the economy. 
Other economists, Crosbiais 
political opponents and so¬ 
cial service agencies were 
upset and worried that the 
finance minister’s penny- 


pinching was being done at 
the expense of important so¬ 
cial programs and would 
strip the economy of what¬ 
ever steam it still had. 

IN SPITE OF the com¬ 
plaints, the finance minister 
never swerved from his de¬ 
termination to make Cana¬ 
dians pay their way — in his 
words. Transform^ into ac¬ 
tual budget measures, this 
will probably mean: 

Tomorrow morning the 
price of gasoline will jump 
by 25. cents. On March 1, 
another three-cent-a-gallon 
increase is in store, followed 
by a Sept. 1 hike of nine to 12 
cents. Next year at this time, 
it will cost $1.45 a gallon at 
the gas pump for regular 
leaded gasoline. 

Crosbie is convinced these 
measures are needed not 
only to cure Canadians of 
their gas-guzzling habits, but 
also to bring domestic en¬ 
ergy prices into a more real¬ 
istic relationship with those 
of most other nations. 


OUTSIDE the much-dis¬ 
cussed realm of energy, 
Crosbie’s budget plans are 
less clear. 

He has hinted strongly that 
he is examining ways to 
clean up the Income Tax Act, 
which allows $27 billion 
worth of potential tax reve¬ 
nues to go uncollected every 
year. 

Investors were feverishly 
speculating which of the hun¬ 
dreds of available tax loop¬ 
holes, deductions, exemp¬ 
tions and shelters the 
finance department would 
go after. 


IT HAS BEEN suggested 
that tonight’s budget may be 
a jumping-off point for the 
Clark government’s pro¬ 
gram of paring down over¬ 
lapping and outdated expen¬ 
ditures. This would be in line 
with the government’s an¬ 
nounced determination to 
direct its funding specifi¬ 
cally at those who most need 
help. 

Finally, there were sug¬ 
gestions the minister would 
decide to increase personal 
income taxes outright. The 
average taxpayer is now giv¬ 
ing up about $15 out of every 
$100 he earns to the federal 
government. 

This is probably the least 
popular route open to the 
finance minister. There has 
not been a significant 
across-the-board increase in 
the rate of personal taxation 
since 1966.

Smog alert lingers

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) — Long considered a 
clean-air haven, Phoenix was under a smog alert 
for a fourth day Monday, and health oHiclals 
warned people with asthma and other iung disor¬ 
ders to stay away. 

The national weather service said relief could 
come today. 

On Friday, the state department of health ser¬ 
vices issued the smog alert, the first for the city in 
four years. Since Friday, carbon monoxide levels 
had risen to 17 parts per million and visibility 
dropped to 10 miles over Phoenix. 


Guns to butter for U.S. aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter has endorsed shifting the focus 
of U.S. foreign aid to reducing world 
hunger from supplying arms after 
being told Monday that world food 
shortages might b^ome more serious 
than the energy crisis. 

Carter said he was “very excited 
and pleased” by a commission report 
which urged a doubling of U.S. aid 
to help avoid a probable world food 
crisis. 

The president told members of the 
Presidential Commission on World 
Hunger that “this is an opportunity 
for our nation ... to embark upon a 
long-range, exciting, challenging. 


principled effort to alleviate the prob¬ 
lem of worid hunger over the next two 
decades.” 

Earlier, commission member D. W. 
Brooks, an adviser on farm policy to 
six presidents going back to Harry 
Truman, had said: 

“We've put too much emphasis on 
arming and too little on food. We don't 
believe that we'd have all of our em¬ 
bassies burned, for example, if thi^ 
people felt like we were helpfuPlo 
them in their food production.” 

The commission warned that a 
world food shortage of serious dimen¬ 
sions is mikely in the next 20 years 
unless the U.S. and other countries act 
now. 


Two consecutive years of bad har¬ 
vest in any major grain-exporting 
country would produce not only ris¬ 
ing food prices in the industrialized 
worid but also “widespread famine 
and political disorder” in the un¬ 
derdeveloped worid. 

The commission said the earth ap¬ 
pears capable of feeding its expanding 
population at least through the year 
2000, provided political and social 
problems can be overcome. 

However, it said the hunger problem 
is getting worse and that one of every 
eight persons now suffers from a 
lack of food serious enough to stunt 
growth and dull mental abilities.

tor's appointment, was ruled illegal Monday by the Labor 
Helatlons Board.

jfc Brenton said the<^eason 
SfoT this migration was prob- 
Sably to relieve the pressure 
£un food supplies of the cows 
^und their pups who stayed in 
gthe south. 

£ Brenton spent months with 
^a colleague in isolated spots 
^jjn the B.C. coast. 

The two men occupied a 
“ diminutive prefabricated 
•i cabin measuring eight feet 
5^ by eight feet by eight feet, on 
$ Folger Island in Barkley 
^'Sound on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island. 

V EXPOSED to the full force 
'• of Pacific storms, the cabin 
had to be anchored to fuui 
enormous concrete and rock 
blocks set in the ground. 

At times the rain was .sc 
heavy a 45-gallun drum could 
be filled overnight from the 
metal roof. This was the 
team's source of fresh 
water. 

The men designed and 
built a small sauna, which 
was so successful Brenton 
has constructed several 
more since. 

THE RESEARCHERS 
used an inflatable boat 
powered by a 25-horsepower 
outboard. 

Brenton said he developed 
a tremendous respect for the 
heavy seas he often encoun¬ 
tered in the boat—^and for the 
boat, too. 

The cabin was located be¬ 
side a .small bay and at times 
the storms would blow right 
into the bay, bringing 40-fout 
waves crashing in. 

WIRE ROPES were 
St rung across the entrance to 
the bay and a couple of 
winches were used to pull the 
boat out of the water and into 
a sheltered spot well above 
the highest waves—a 15- 
minute task. 

Folger Island has dense 
ruin forest and it was neces¬ 
sary to cut a couple of miles 
of trails so there would be 
easy access to the various 
rookeries. 

Brenton said the Steller’s 
sea lions and the California 
bulls usually got on well to¬ 
gether. 

THE LATTER HAVE less 
fat so arc more susceptible 
to the cold and seek out 
the more sheltered spots 
where the herds congre¬ 
gate. 

The two species of sea lion 
have different behavioral 
patterns. 

The California bulls .show 
their dominance by trying to 
raise their heads higher than 
their fellows'. 

The Steller's bulls bite to 
show their dominance, so 
sometimes the California 
sea lions were badlyjnjured 
as they raised their heads 
and exposed large expansev 
of their bodies to attack. 

BRENTON HAS pictures 
of sea lions that have been 
injured by rings. One animal 
put its head through a ring 
while it was young and could 


not get it off. As the sea 
lion grew, the ring dug far¬ 
ther and farther into the 
flesh. 

Sometimes a sea lion will 
swallow a fish that has been 
caught by a fisherman. 

The line may break, leav¬ 
ing the hook embedded in the 
stomach, and the bright, sil¬ 
ver-colored flasher hanging 
out of the animal’s mouth. 

Brenton said a lot of sea 
lions were shot by fishermen 
who mistakenly thought they 
lived on salmon and cod. 

THE ANIMAUS are much 
more interested in hake, 
non-food fish and in preda¬ 
tors of salmon. 

One time, Brenton was 
using binocularrs to observe 
some men illegally shooting 
.sea lions, and suddenly rea¬ 
lized he was looking right 
down the barrel of a rifle. 

Brenton carried out part of 
his study for his thesis in the 
Queen Charlotte Islands. 

He stayed for a while at the 
Cape St. James weather sta¬ 
tion on the southern tip. 

There winds gust to more 
than 160 kilometres an hour 
and on one occasion blew a 
house with its occupants into 
the sea. There were no survi¬ 
vors. 

STELLER’S BULLS be¬ 
come .sexually mature at 
about six years of age and 
start marking out their terri¬ 
tories when they are 10 and 
continue the practice an¬ 
nually for the next 10 
years. 

The bulls fight to establish 
their territories and hold 
them. Each territory is 
about 600 to 700 square feet. 

The bulls keep to their ter¬ 
ritories for a couple of 
months because if they 
leave, even for a short time, 
other bulls move in. 

Some of the bulls are 14 
feet long and weigh 2,000 
pounds at the start of the 
mating season, so they can 
afford to lose a lot of 
weight. 

THE BULLS WITH the 
more favorable territories 
may have as many as 200 
cows, while those on high 
rocks with difficult access 
may have none. 

Various methods were 
tried to mark the sea lions. 

At first the researchers 
had hoped they could avoid 
going right into the breeding 
grounds by shooting paint 
pellets at the animals. 

A gun did not work and 
neither did a slingshot, so the 
men had to comer the pups 
and use ear tags of different 
colors. Paint would not ad¬ 
here to the coats. 

Brenton said quite a few of 
the pups were killed by the 
bulls as they lumbered 
around their territories. 

THE BULLS ARE not con¬ 
cerned about the safety of 
the pups, and at times the 
pups pile on top of one an¬ 
other and the ones at the 
bottom often perish. 

The cows keep going back 
into the water during the 
mating .season. When they 
return, they locate their 
pups by the noise they 
make. 

Brenton said the noise was 
deafening day and night, 
with just a few breaks. 

The animals are remark¬ 
ably agile and can climb 
high up on the rocks. 

ONE UNIVERSITY of 
British Columbia research 
team had to build a cabiixon 
an exposed point immedi¬ 
ately above a rookery be¬ 
cause it was the only avail¬ 
able spot that could not be 
reached by the sea lions. 

Brenton has finished his 
sea lion study, got his mas¬ 
ter’s degree and is now 
working on a fish hatchery 
project on the B.C. coast. ■'

Trustees want ‘bigot’ apology 


Saanich school board has 
unanimously demanded an 
apology from a Sidney news¬ 
paper which referred to 
some of the trustees as 
"bigots" in a Dec. 5 edi¬ 
torial.

The editorial concluded 
that “it is very difficult to 
understand the position of 
those people who are against 
French immersion—and 
they are rabid in their oppo¬ 
sition. It won't cost the 
school district money and it 
won’t interfere with what¬ 
ever programs they believe 
to be good for their chil¬ 
dren. 

“Unhappily, one can only 
conclude that their opposi¬ 
tion is based on bigotry—and 
a dislike for French Canada 
and all it implies," 

Trustee Jack Armstrong, 
whose strong opposition to a

French immersion program 
in the district may have cost 
him his seat on the school 
board in elections this fall, 
pre.sented a special motion 
demanding apologies from 
the newspaper to trustees 
who opposed French immer¬ 
sion. He identified the trus¬ 
tees as Esther Galbraith. 
Walter Tangye, himself and 


Norma Sealey, now Sidney 
mayor. 

The only trustees present 
to vole on the motion were 
Armstrong, Tangye, Gal¬ 
braith and school board 
chairman Lois Walsh. 

He said the editorial con¬ 
tained “distortions, half- 
truths, unsubstantiated 


statements and downright 
lies.” 

The trustees who opposed 
the immersion program had 
valid social, educational and 
financial reasons for doing 
so, and were “most sincere” 
In their opposition, Arm¬ 
strong commented. 


“I have been called a lot of 
things on this board before, 
but never a bigot.” 

French immersion in¬ 
volves instruction entirely in 
French, for children from 
anglophone homes. Several 
such programs are already 
in progress in the Greater 
Victoria school district.

Committee chairman 
George MacFarlane told 
residents that $80,000 worth 
of sewer and water pipes 
were installed at the prop- 
j.*rty by the original owner 
about six year ago. 

The property’s multiple¬ 
housing zoning has not 
changed since then. 

Residents said they want¬ 
ed the area zoned for single¬ 
family homes. 

Present RMl (multiple¬ 
housing) zoning in the com¬ 
munity plan allows for about 
10.8 units an acre. This would 
mean about 33 units could be 
built on the 3.13 acres. 

The committee passed 
three motions which will be 
recommended to council for 
approval when it meets on 
Monday. 

If the motions are ap¬ 
proved, they will then go to 
a public hearing. 

The motions were: 

• That all RMI land in 
Saanichton become a de¬ 


velopment permit area. This 
would give council more 
control over the quality of a 
development, particularly 
landscaping, parking and ex¬ 
terior design. 

• That the density of all 
RMI zones in Central Saan¬ 
ich be reduced from 10.8 
units an acre to eight units an 
acre. 

• That a bylaw be drawn 
up to amend the community 
plan to reflect the reduction 
in RMI density to eight units 


A proposal to launch such 
a program in the Saanich 
district was presented at a 
school board meeting last 
month, but was defeated. 
.Supporters of the idea rea¬ 
lized they did not have 
enough trustees present to 
pass the motion, and voted 
against their own proposal 
so that it could be raised 
again in the new year at a 
meeting of the full board, 
when it is expected to pass. 


At Monday’s meeting, the 
board also heard from a 
“concerned taxpayer,” Bon¬ 
nie Braithwaite, who said 
the program would cost dis¬ 
trict taxpayers an extra $27.- 
000 in its second year and 
$54,000 more in its third 
year.

Gordon’s Towing Ltd. 
operated in Saanich without 
a business licence from the 
municipality for an undeter¬ 
mined len^h of time this 
year, municipal licence in¬ 
spector Dick Gibson says 
in a report to council's fi¬ 
nance committee. 

He makes the disclosure in 
response to a citizen’s com¬ 
plaint that five vehicles were 
towed away from Village 
Park Estates, 3987 Gordon 
Head Road, on Oct. 13. 

Gibson says that Gordon's 
licence fee was validated 
Nov. 14, shortly after muni¬ 
cipal staff told the company 
that a licence waif required 
to operate in the municipal- 
ity. 

Gordon’s took over the 
business of the previous 
owner, Cantow Develop 
ments Ltd. 

Gibson says he contacted 
Gordon’s when it was dis¬ 
covered in October that Can- 
low was no longer in busi¬ 
ness. 

“The new owner was told 
the 1979 licence fee had nut 
been paid and he would be 
responsible,” Gibson says in 
his report. 

Alan Murray, 3938 Cedar 
Hill Cross Road, said in a 
letter to council that the ve¬ 
hicles were removed after 
a neighbor complained they 
, were blocking a fire lane. 
The fire lane is a roadway 
along the north side of a 
townhouse complex, he says, 
adding that there were no 
signs saying vehicles would 
be lowed away, nor were 
there any signs indicating 
the n)ad was the entrance to 
the buildings.

Now. as a result, it 
doesn’t want a cabinet min¬ 
ister saying the government 
can “play favorites” with 
some employees but not 
others. 

“It smacks of the old pa¬ 
tronage system,” a spokes¬ 
man said.

Monday, the BCGEU execu¬ 
tive called on Wolfe to 
“immediately revoke his re¬ 
marks” and issue a new 
statement underlining what 
was agreed to at the bar¬ 
gaining table. 

It warned that if he hadn't 
done so by Friday, it would 
“unilaterally declare Dec.24 
a holiday for all its mcmi- 
bers.” 

During a similar battle in 
1970, the union won Dec. 28 
as a holiday in place of Box¬ 
ing Day, which fell on a .Sat¬ 
urday.

That means the operator will 
have more time to answer outside 
calls, often from disgruntled tax¬ 
payers whose mood didn’t get any 
better when they had to wait 
what seemed to be an eternity 
before someone answered. 

And then there are the modem 
computer-age services the new 
system will offer. 

Suppose bureaucrat X is going to 
spend an hour in bureaucrat 'V's 


office. Belore leaving his office, X 
can program his phone to ring in 
Y’s office whenever a call comes 
in. 

If, however, upon his returq to 
his own office, X forgets to de-pro- 
gram the phone, Y will be a very 
busy bureaucrat because all of 
X’s calls will continue to set his - 
phone ringing, while X’s phone will 
remain silent. 

Conference calls arc another 
feature of the new system. Several 
local outlets can be connected and 
three, or four-way conversations 
can take place. 

A call can be placed on hold 
without a hold button. By depress¬ 


ing the receiver once, an existing 
call Is placed on hold. 

The aldermen are looking 
forward to that feature. It enables 
them to talk to someone with a 
complaint, put him on hold, phone 
someone who might have the an¬ 
swer, and get back to the caller. 

The system cost about $10,000 to 
install, but there will be a monthly 
saving of $120 in rental fees. 

The biggest advantage, how¬ 
ever, according to assistant city 
manager Colin Crisp, is better and 
faster service to the public..

James Hancock, the ship’s second mate, testified that 
crew members who scrambled into a life boat made 
“no effort” to return to the ship because the (ire's in¬ 
tense heat made such a check “impossible.” 

Seven of the 25 crew members aboard the CMTtierville 
Hall died in the fire, which broke out while the ship was 
on Lake Superior, about IS kilometres off Copper Har¬ 
bor, Mich. All the victims were from Quebec. 

Hancock, the first of 26 witnesses scheduled to tes¬ 
tify before the department of transport inquiry, said he 
was on the bridge when another crew member reported 
the fire over the ship’s intercom system. 

He said he immediately told the wheelsman to sound 
the general alarm and tri^ to call the captain over the 
telephone, without success. 

“Three or (our seconds later smnke became so thick 
in the wheelsroom that I couldn’t breathe or see any¬ 
thing,” he said. “I got out as fast as I could.” 

Hancock, 35, noted that he did not hear the alarm ac¬ 
tually go off and fled the bridge before he could send a 
distress signal.

OTTAWA — Today, 
Donald Stovel Macdonald 
is the leader-in-waiting of 
the Liberal Party of Can¬ 
ada. 


His ascension began the 
moment John Napier Turn¬ 
er, his chief rival for the 
post, announced that he was 
sticking to the practice of 
law. 

The fact that Macdonald 
has not yet officially an¬ 
nounced his intention to seek 
the leadership is interesting, 
but unimportant. Turner 
hadn’t announced either, but 
he was the favorite when he 
made his surprise decision to 
drop out. In these matters, 
as in some others, the words 
of politicians ne^ not be 
taken as gospel. When the 
troops are out rounding up 
votes — as Macdonald’s 
troops are — hesitation can 
be put down to boyish charm, 
not serious intent. 

Macdonald could still 
miss. Nothing is certain in 
this world. For one thing, his 
family concerns could per¬ 
suade him, after all, not to 
run. For another, he could 
commit some enormous 
gaffe between now and 
March 28, 1980, when the 
Liberals will gather in Win¬ 
nipeg to pick a new leader. 

Neither possibility is 
likely. Macdonald is not ac¬ 
cident prone. Although he 
loses his temper occasional¬ 
ly, he is, by and large, a 
careful, competent politi¬ 
cian. 

And to refuse the prize 
now laid so temptingly be¬ 
fore him, he would have to 
resist not only the powerful 
pressure of the party mili¬ 
tants, but the gut instincts of 
his own ambition. 

The weeks of indecision 
the former finance minis¬ 
ter has been enduring were 
real, and agonizing. His 
friends report that Macdon¬ 
ald simply couldn’t make up 
his mind to throw down his 
lucrative law practice, with 
shorter hours and longer pay 
than he ever enjoyed in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

He didn’t want to give 
up his new-found fre^om 
— and lucre — to hurl him¬ 
self into a head-to-head bat¬ 
tle with John Turner, a gent 
who looks like the Man from 
Glad but draws votes like the 
Man from Mount Royal, 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau. 

Remove Turner from the 
scale, however, and it plum¬ 
mets down on Macdonald’s 
side. The job is his for the 
asking, instead of for the 
fighting.

there won’t be other rivals. 
There will be, and some of 
them are in the field, or 
hovering on the edges, al¬ 
ready.

This is known as “hyp¬ 
ing the house”; it’s what 
sport promoters do to try 
to draw crowds to a wres¬ 
tling match the outcome of 
which is not in doubt.

Acid rain aid 


to farm crops 


TORONTO (CP) — Al¬ 
though acid rain poses a seri¬ 
ous threat to Ontario’s lakes 
and forests, a report done by 
the University of Guelph 
says it actually helps (arm 
crops in southern Ontario. 

“At the moment, the sul¬ 
phur dioxide in rain is ac¬ 
tually benefitting plants,” 
Robert Sheard, a professor 
in Guelph’s department of 
land resource science, said 
in an interview Monday.' 

He said proper levels of 
sulphur and nitrogen oxide 
were usually maintained in 
agricultural soil by using 
commercial fertilizer. In 
southern Ontario, acid rain¬ 
fall produces a similar ef¬ 
fect. 


The study says crops in 
southern Ontario would not 
be harmed by the sulphur in 
acid rain for another 500 to 
600 years. Sheard said the 
long-term effects of nitrogen 
were not known. 


In a related study. Prof. 
D.P. Ormord found that 
plants were not damaged un¬ 
less sprayed with a solution 
10 times as strong as the 
strongest acid rain yet re¬ 
corded by the federal en¬ 
vironment department. 

Acid rain is produced when 
sulphur and nitrogen oxides 
mix with water under sun¬ 
light. Inco Ltd. of Sudbury, 
Ont., is the largest single 
source of sulphur pollutants 
in North America.

PRINCE RUPERT (CP) 
— Search and rescue person¬ 
nel found a fourth body Mon¬ 
day near a fishing boat that 
washed ashore on a bleak 
strip of shoreline about 75 
kilometres north of here. 

The bodies of a man, a boy 
and a girl were discovered 
Sunday aboard the lO-metre 
gillnetter, which had left 
here Dec. 2. An intensive 
air-sea search was continu¬ 
ing for six others. Police had 
not yet identified the dead. 

A rescue spokesman said 
weather was calm Monday 
morning but a storm was 
moving in and threatening to 
hamper the search effort. 

The first three bodies were 
discovered by the crew of a 
.search helicopter that spot¬ 
ted the wreck, which lay split 
in two at Tree Point, 40 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of Kinco- 
lith. 

The boat had a 2'/^-metre 
aluminum skiff which has 
not been accounted for. It is 
nut known if the skiff was 
with the boat when it left this 
north coast city for what 
should have been a 7'/^-hour 
trip. 

On board were Roy Mon- 
stad, 44, and his three chil¬ 
dren Tommy, 14, Tina 10, 
and Robert, 9; Judy Stevens, 
30, and her children Lyle, 6, 
and Tracy, 3 and her sister 
Wendy Stevens, 27, and four- 
year-old daughter Angie.

Greater Victoria drivers will pay an average of 
$10 mure for car insurance next year compared with a 
decrease for their counterparts in other parts of the 
province, the head of the Insurance Corp. of B.C. said 
Monday. 

Robbie Sherrell, president of ICBC, announced 
the new rate schedule, blaming rising operating costs 
and claims for the 10-per-cent increase in basic rates 
for all coverage. 

Victoria drivers, who paid an average of $167 for 
car insurance this year, will see their premiums rise 
to $177.

The average premium in 
B.C. has been estimated at 
$217 for 1980, a drop of $11 
from this year’s provincial 
average. 

Under the new insurance 
package, compulsory mini¬ 
mum for third-party liability 
will rise to $100,000 from $75,- 


000 and benefits for no-fault 
accidents and death will also 
increase from a weekly dis¬ 
ability benefit payment rate 
of $75 to $100. Funeral ex¬ 
penses will also rise from 
$750 to $1,000. 

Included in some new op¬ 
tions is an under-insured 
motorist coverage, which 
comes into effect when the 
motorist who Is at fault has 
insufficient coverage to pay 
claims.

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Sea lions provide interesting study topic 


Island colony yields 
vital behavior clues

QUALICUM BEACH — 
For a couple of months about 
the beginning of summer 
each year, Steller’s sea lion 
bulls on the British Columbia 
coast have just about one 
thing in mind and that is 
mating. 

The urge is so strong that it 
even leads to the exclusion of 
eating and the bulls lose hun¬ 
dreds of pounds in weight. 

Clayton Brenton has done 
extensive studies of the be¬ 
havioral patterns of the 
Steller’s sea lions and the 
California sea lions along the 
coast of B.C. for a thesis 
which he had to write to 
obtain a master’s degree. 

CALIFORNIA SEA lion 
bulls migrate up the coast to 
B.C. in the early summer 
and integrate with the 
Steller’s sea lion herds. 


Brenton said the reason 
for this migration is prob¬ 
ably to relieve the pressure 
on food supplies of the cows 
and their pups who stay in 
the south. 

Brenton spent months liv¬ 
ing with his colleague in iso¬ 
lated spots on the B.C. 
coast. 

The two men occupied a di- 
minutive prefabricated 
cabin measuring eight feet 
by eight feet by eight feet 
high on Folger Island in 
Barkley Sound off the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. 

rr IS EXPOSED to the full 
force of Pacific storms. 

The cabin had to be an¬ 
chored to four enormous 
concrete and rock blocks set 
in the ground to withstand 
the gale-force winds. 

The cabin had an alumi¬ 
num roof and at times the 
rain was so heavy a 4S-gallon 
drum could be filled over¬ 


night from the roof. This was 
the source of fresh water. 

The men designed and 
built a small sauna, which 
wa^ so successful Brenton 
has constructed several 
more since. 

THE RESEARCHERS 
used a Zodiac inflatabie boat 
powered by a 25-horsepower 
outboard. 

Brenton said be really de¬ 
veloped a tremendous re¬ 
spect for the heavy seas, 
which he often encountered 
in the boat. He was very 
impressed by the reliability 
of the craft. 

The cabin was located be¬ 
side a small bay and at times 
the storms would blow right 
into the bay. 

Waves, some as much as 
40 feet high, would come 
crashing in.

Walker, Stephens, Laid, 
budget planning and fi¬ 
nance; Leard, Stephens, 
Campbell, regulatory 
bylaws; Storrie, Walker, 
White, harbor and industrial 
development; Campbell 
Storrie, Leard, airport. 

In addition, Stephens was 
appointed to the Greater 
Campbell River Water 
Board, the Union Board of 
Health, the advisory plan¬ 
ning commission and wiR be 
the municipal delegate to the 
Comox-Stratchona Region 
Board.

The two species of sea 
lions have different beha¬ 
vioral patterns. 

The California bulls show 
their dominance by trying to 
raise their heads higher than 
their feilows. 

The Steller’s bulls bite to 
show their dominance, so 
sometimes the California 


sea lions were badly injured 
as they raised their heads 
and exposed a large expanse 
of their bodies to attack. 

BRENTON HAS pictures 
of sea lions that have bran in¬ 
jured by rings. One animal 
put its head through a ring 
while it was young and could 
not get it off, As the sea lion 
grew, the ring dug further 
and further into the fiesh. 

Sometimes sea lions swal¬ 
low a fish that has been 
caught by a fisherman. 

The line may break leav¬ 
ing the hook embedded in the 
stomach, and the bright, sil¬ 
ver-colored flasher hanging 
out of the animal's mouth. 

Brenton said a lot of sea 
lions are shot by fishermen 
who mistakenly think they 
live on salmon and cod. 

THE ANIMALS are much 
more interested in hake, 
non-food fish and in preda¬ 
tors of salmon. 

At one time he was using 
binoculars to observe some 
men illegally shooting sea 


lions, and suddenly realized 
he was looking right down 
the barrel of one of the 
rifles. 

Brenton carried out part of 
his study for his thesis in the 
Queen Charlotte Islands. 

He stayed for a while at the 
Cape St. James weather sta¬ 
tion on the^outhem tip. 

There winds gust to more 
than 100 miles per hour and 
on one occasion blew a house 
with its occupants into the 
sea. There were no survi¬ 
vors. 

STELLER’S BULLS be¬ 
come sexually mature at 
about six years of age and 
start marking out their terri¬ 
tories when they are 10 and 
continue the practice an¬ 
nually for the next 10 
years. 

The bulls fight to establish 
their territories and hold 
them. Each territory is 
about $00 to 700 square feet. 

The bulls keep to their ter¬ 
ritories for a couple of 
months because if they 
leave, even for a short time, 
other bulls move in. 


Some of the bulls are 14 
feet long and weigh 2,000 
pounds at the start of the 
mating season, so they can 
afford to lose ^ lot of 
weight. 

THE BULLS WITH the 
more favorable territories 
may have as many as 200 
cows, while those on high 
rocks with difficult accesses 
may have none. 

Various methods were 
tried to mark the sea lions. 

At first the researchers 
had hoped they could avoid 
going right into the breeding 
grounds by shooting paint 
pellets at the animals. 

A gun did not work and 
neither did a slingshot, so the 
men had to comer the pups 
and use ear tags of different 
colors. Paint would not ad¬ 
here to the coats. 

Brenton said quite a few of 
the pups were killed by the 
bulls as they lumbered 
around their territories. 

THE BULLS ARE not con¬ 
cerned about the safety of 


the pups, and at times the 
pups pile on top of one an¬ 
other and the ones at the 
bottom often perish. 

The cows keep going back 
into the water during the 
mating season. When they 
return they find their pups 
by the noise they make. 

Brenton said the noise is 
deafening and goes on day 
and night with just a few 
breaks. 

The animals are remark¬ 
ably agile and can climb 
high up on the rocks. 


ONE UNIVERSITY of 
British Columbia research 
team had to build a cabin on 
an exposed point immedi¬ 
ately above a rookery be¬ 
cause it was the only avail- 
able spot for their 
seven-foot-by-seven-foot 
home, that could not be 
reach^ by the sea lions. 

Brenton has finished his 
sea lion study, got his mas¬ 
ter’s degree and is now 
working on a fish hatchery 
project on the B.C. coast. 


Provisional budget shows 
solid Alberni jump likely 


PORT ALBERNI — City 
council business last week 
consisted of only two items 
—the swearing in of the suc- 
ce.ssful candidates in the re¬ 
cent municipal elections and 
presentation of the city’s 
provisional budget for 1980. 

There was only one new 
face among the council 


members sworn in by Pro¬ 
vincial Court Judge William 
Macicod. 

John Andrews, a local real 
estate company manager, 
replaced former alderman 
Denis Thain on council fol¬ 
lowing Thain’s decision not 
to seek re-election. 

Andrews defeated four 


other candidates seeking the 
vacancy. 

Otherwise those sworn in 
were familiar former mem¬ 
bers of council—Mayor Jim 
Robertson, who won the 
election by a landslide. Aid. 
George McKnight, who led 
the aldermanic poll for the 
seventh straight time, and 


Aid. Bea Wilson, successful¬ 
ly re-elected for a second 
term. 

All were considered pre¬ 
election favorites in a cam¬ 
paign which contained no 
real major issues and in 
which only 28 per cent of the 
eligible voters cast ballots.

Courtenay school district 

Leadership course offered students 


COURTENAY — A locally developed 
course in leadership has been approved by 
school trustees here for students at Highland 
senior high school in Comox. 

Students and student government mem¬ 
bers will be encouraged to take the course. 

The course is intended to help the students 
acquire the practical skills and knowledge 
essential for effective leadership in any orga¬ 
nization, formal or informal. The students 
will be provided with the opportunity to apply 
the class experiences in student government 
activities. 

They will leam communication skills, in¬ 
terpersonal skills, group proces.ses, decision¬ 
making and problem-solving, effective lead¬ 
ership and social psychology of organiza¬ 
tions. 

According to school officials, the course 
content and its practical application is not 
currently found in any provincially authorized 
course. The skills and knowledges outlined 
are, however, considered important in ena¬ 
bling an individual to function effectively in 
any organization of which he or she may be a 
member. 

By the end of the course, the student 
should be able to communicate more effec¬ 
tively with individuals in a groups situation, 
have acquired a practical understanding of 


the group process, be able to apply a decision¬ 
making model in effectively solving both indi¬ 
vidual and group problems, contribute effec¬ 
tively to the studeift government organi¬ 
zation of the school, have acquired ^ater 
self-confidence in his or her ability to partici¬ 
pate effectively in group situations and be 
able to function effectively as a responsible 
citizen upon leaving school. 

Teachers at Highland school, a new school 
in this district which uses the teacher-adviser 
and house concept, say the course needs to 
be offered so that students may better under¬ 
stand organizations to which they belong now 
or may join in the future. 

They should also know how to effectively 
assume the leadership role. 

The development of effective communi¬ 
cations skills, the knowledge of organiza¬ 
tions and group processes and the subsequent 
involvement in student government are all 
fundamental components of the philosophy of 
the school. 

The group discussion approach is to be the 
primary means of instruction. 

The course content is 50 per cent theory 
and 50 per cent practical application of prob¬ 
lems related to the theory. 

Emphasis will be given to the refinement 
of group problem-solving skills and the recog¬ 


nition by the students of their role as an 
individual to the group problem-solving pro¬ 
cess. 

Teachers say students will also receive 
individual instruction and assistance in the 
development of their communication skills. 

Each student will be encouraged to devel¬ 
op skills as a leader of a group discussion as 
well as develop a working knowledge of for¬ 
mal meeting procedures. 

In addition, each student will be required 
to prepare and present to the class a major 
paper related to the course theory. 

The presentation made to the school trus¬ 
tees for approval of the course pointed out 
that the course addresses an aspect of skills 
required by students in approaching adult- 
ho^, that are often ignored. 

The development of skills enabling a stu¬ 
dent to function effectively as a citizen in the 
democratic society is important, teachers 
said. 

“The fostering of self-Kronfidence in deal¬ 
ing with groups and the acquisition of the 
skills of leadership, decision-making and 
communications are directly related to the 
promotion of effective citizenship,” they 
said.

This is the largest increase 
in the mill rate in the past 
five ^ears of inflationary 
cost increases, yet accord¬ 
ing to the city finance com¬ 
mittee it is as “hold-the- 
line’’ as considered possible, 
and contains no m^or pro¬ 
jects which would account 
for an appreciable amount of 
the increase. 

Largest proportion of the 
mill rate increase is for 
school costs, up more than 
six mills. 

The increase for general 
and debt purposes for the 
city is up less than four mills 
by comparison.

PRINCE RUPERT (CP) 
— .Search and rescue person¬ 
nel found a fourth body Mon¬ 
day near a fishing boat that 
washed ashore on a bleak 
strip of shoreline about 75 
kilometres north of here. 

The bodies bf a man, a boy 
and a girl were discovered 
Sunday aboard the lO-metre 
gillnetter, which had left 
here Dec. 2. An intensive 
air-sea .search was continu¬ 
ing for six others. Police had 
not yet identified the dead. 

A rescue spokesman said 
weather was calm Monday 
morning but a storm was 
moving in and threatening to 
hamper the search effort. 

The first three bodies were 
discovered by the crew of a 
.search helicopter that spot¬ 
ted the wreck, which lay split 
in two at Tre»‘ Point, tu kilo¬ 
metres southwest of Kinco- 
lith. 

The boat had a 2V^-metrc 
aluminum skiff which has 
not been accountiKl for. It is 
not known if the .skiff was 
with the boat when it left this 
north coast city for what 
should have br-cn a 7!4-hour 
trip. 

On board were Roy Mon- 
stad, tt. and his three chil¬ 
dren Tommy, tt, Tina 10, 
and Robi’rt, 9; Judy Stevens, 
30, and her children Lyle, 6, 
and Tracy, 3 and her sister 
Wendy Stevens, 27, and four- 
year-old daughter Angie.

The boat was visiting Kil- 
eolith, about 100 kilometres 
north of here. The visit was 
to be a surprise, so no one 
called ahead.

Turner—finance minister 
in Trudeau's cabinet for 
years, Rhodes scholar, bilin¬ 
gual, handsome, articulate 
and wealthy—has been 
hounded by reporters since 
he quit the government four 
years ago with one question:

When Lester Pearson 
stepped down as party lead¬ 
er in 1968, Turner seemed a 


likely heir—until Trudeau 
snatched the prize away. 

And when Trudeau an¬ 
nounced his resignation Nov. 
21, all eyes tum^ to Turner, 
now a senior partner in a 
Toronto law firm. 

But Turner’s statement, 
read in English and French 
and followed by a few 
minutes of questions and an¬ 
swers, did not rule out the 
possibility of a draft-Tumer 
movement by delegates at 
the March leadership con¬ 
vention in Winnipeg. 

Such a movement, how¬ 


ever, has no tradition in Ca¬ 
nadian politics. 

The statement also did not 
explain Turner’s recent ap¬ 
pearances at Liberal party 
functions, including a young 
Liberal convention, which 
have led to speculation he 
wanted the leadership. 

“Four years ago when I 
resigned from the govern¬ 
ment and later from my seat 
in the House of Commons, of 
which I was a member for 
over 13 years, 1 decided that 
1 was leaving public life for 
good.

New fighting erupted in 
the northeastern Iranian city 
of Tabriz Monday and, in one 
of his harshest attacks to 
date. Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini called President 
Carter a “traitor” and urged 
American voters not to re¬ 
elect him. 

In another outburst that 
threw the fate of the 50 
American hostages into fur¬ 
ther doubt, Khomeini 
blamed the growing crisis in 
Tabriz on “American spies 
(sent) from the embassy” in 
Tehran, which is now being 
held by Islamic militants. 

As the 50 U.S. hostages 
spent their 37th day in cap¬ 
tivity, the crisis in Tabriz 
took new turns for the worse 
Monday. Fresh fighting 
erupted between Khomeini 
supporters and the followers 
of Ayatollah Kazem Shariat- 


madari, the spiritual leader 
of Iran’s Turkish-speaking 
minorities. 

Tehran Radio said at least 
three people were killed and 
20 wouncM in fighting Mon¬ 
day around the government 
television and radio eomplex 
in Tabriz, raising the toll 
since Sun^y to at least 12 
dead and 80 injured. 

Shariatmadari meanwhile 
issued his own sharp attack 
on Khomeini’s regime and 
refused to order his thou¬ 
sands of followers to disband 
until the government ac¬ 
cepts their demands for 
wider self-rule in the Turk¬ 
ish-speaking provinces. 

The dissident ayatollah 
also lashed out at Kho¬ 
meini’s attempt to divert the

$10 more for car insurance next year compared with a 
decrease for their counterparts in other parts of the 
province, the head of the Insurance C^rp. of B.C. said 
Monday. 

Robbie Sheirell, president of ICBC, announced 
the new rate schedule, blaming rising operating costs 
and claims for the 10-per-cent increase in basic rates 
for ali coverage. 

Victoria drivers, who paid an average of $167 for 
car insurance this year, will see their premiums rise 
to $177.

The average premium in 
B.C. has been estimated at 
$2t7 for 1980, a drop of $tl 
from this year’s provincial 
average. 

Under the new insurance 
package, compulsory mini¬ 
mum for third-party liability 
will ri.se to $100,000 from $75,- 


000 and benefits for no-fault 
accidents and death will also 
increase from a weekly dis¬ 
ability benefit payment rate 
of $75 to $100. Funeral ex¬ 
penses will also rise from 
$750 to $1,000. 

Included in some new op¬ 
tions is an under-insured 
motorist coverage, which 
comes into effect when the 
motorist who Is at fault has 
insufficient coverage to pay 
claims. In such cases, Sher¬ 
rell said, the liability limit is 
increas^ to the limit car¬ 
ried by the victim.

Meta] chimneys 
already built 
escape the ban

Hundreds of worried owners of metal 
chimneys deluged Greater Victoria 
fire services and fireplace stores Mon- 
day about a ban set by the B.C. 
fire commissioner. 

Most of the callers feared they 
might have to rip out their existing 
chimneys because of the ban or that 
they might be using a potential death 
trap: 

But the message they were given 
was a cool "don’t panic” from fire 
chiefs and storeowners alike. 


THE BAN on the sale of Class A type 
metal chimneys used with free-stand¬ 
ing wood stoves and fireplaces took 
effect immediately Friday and by 
Monday was being described as a “bil¬ 
ious overreaction” by a building indus¬ 
try spokesman. 

However, Greater Victoria fire 
chiefs met Monday morning and en¬ 
dorsed the ban on the metal chimneys 
but stressed that it was not retroactive 
as. many people had apparently 
feared. 

Victoria fire chief Eric Simmons 
said later his department had at least 
70 calls from residents worried about 
the ban. Saanich fire department also 
had a harrowing day. 

Simmons said his staff had advi.sed 
the callers to inspect their chimneys 
and look for soot and creosote build- 
'ups. If a chimney was dirty, the 
message was a simple “clean it.” 

The ban does not affect metal chim¬ 
neys used for venting gas or oil fuel 
appliances, although some residents 
were confused about that also. 


SIMMONS SAID there had not been a 
great problem with the metal chim¬ 
neys in Victoria but the area fire 
chiefs had detailed about 12 incidents 
of dangerous chimney fires involving 
the chimneys since they were intro¬ 
duced several years ago for wood 
fuels. 

There are thought to be thousands of 
the metal chimneys installed in 
Greater Victoria. 

THE FIRE CHIEFS issued a joint 
statement endorsing the ban, and 
urged owners of metal chimneys to 
inspect and clean them frequently. 

“We would definitely warn anyone 
who has one of these units in their 
house or apartment, to use it with 
caution. 

“If, at any time, they experience a 
chimney fire in one of these ‘A’ vent 
units, they should be prepared to 
dismantle the unit so that it can be 
inspected both internally and exter¬ 
nally. 

‘“niese units have not been tested to 
show they will withstand the degree of 
heat associated with a creosote fire. 
The integrity of the metal Is destroyed 
when this type of heat is generated, 
and each successive fire continually 
erodes the strength of the unit," the 
chiefs said. 

They said many of the metal chim¬ 
neys had not been certified for use 
outdoors, and the metal protruding 
from the roof could corrode and de¬ 
teriorate. 


The chiefs also recommended that 
anyone who has a metal chimney in¬ 
stall a smoke alarm. 

THE VICTORIA Fireplace Shop Ltd. 
on Blanshard and another dealer in 
wood burning stoves and heaters, 
Pates Supply Ltd. In Oak Bay, spent 
Monday soothing customers. 

Wes Klas.sen, manager of Victoria 
Fireplace, said the ban solved nothing 
and only served to scare people. 

His store was concern^ about safe¬ 
ty and stressed to customers the need 
to look after and clean the metal 
chimneys, and to take precautions 
against creosote buildup. 

About 25 per cent of the store’s 
business hangs in the balance because 
of the ban on the chimneys as it has a 
spinoff effect on the sale of prefabri¬ 
cated metal fireplaces. 

Mark Lyle, manager of Pates Sup¬ 
ply, said he had been telling customers 
all day that if their metal chim¬ 
neys had been properly installed and 
cleaned regularly “then you have noth¬ 
ing to worry about.” 

THE GREATEST problem was lack 
of maintenance, and the ban did noth¬ 
ing to help this, he said. 

He described the ban as the same as 
killing a dog because it had fleas, and 
said greater efforts should have been 
made to educate the public to correct¬ 
ly install and maintain their chim¬ 
neys. 

Ian Cass, executive vice-president 
of the 150-member Victoria branch of 
the Housing and Urban Development 
Association of Canada, put his objec¬ 
tion to the ban more strongly. 

Cass said it was a “bilious overeac- 
tion” and “nonsensical.” 

He described it as an “Alice and 
Wonderland” situation, something like 
banning everything because it was a 
hazard when abus^. 

“At this rate cars, planes and razors 
should he banned as well,” be said. 

Cass said all the ban would achieve 
was a halt in official, properly in¬ 
spected installation of metal chim¬ 
neys, and would leave behind all unin- 
spected, improperly Installed 
chimneys. 

He called for a program of inspec¬ 
tion rather than a ban as he said the 
latter would not do anything for prob¬ 
lem chimneys which now existed. 

Cass said the metal chimneys met 
the tough standards of the Un¬ 
derwriters Laboratories of Canada, 
the national building code and the 
Canadian Standards Association, and 
when properly installed, some had a 
maker’s warranty of 25 years, “and 
that speaks for itself.’’ 

A IXICAL CONTRACTOR who has 
installed 75 metal chimneys in town- 
houses, Chris Pike, the president of 
Pine Home Builders, feared that the 
ban on the chimneys could force house 
prices up even further. 

Builders would be forced to return to 
masonry or brick chimneys, all but 
dropped because of their high cost. 

He said the ban would threaten the 
business of reputable professional 
chimney installers and the retail out¬ 
lets, and he was critical of an apparent 
lack of consultation with the industry 
before the ban was introduced by the 
fire commissioner. 


All or nothing on Emily Carrs

The off-again, on-again Emily 
Carr deal is off again. 

An offer by the B.C. government 
to purchase only 19 of the 27 paint¬ 
ing in the Fan^n Hall collection, 
has been rejected by the owner, 
Vancouver industrialist George F. 
Clark. ^ 

The government has until noon 
today to buy the lot. After that, the 
agent will accept a private out-of¬ 
province offer. 

Karen Keenlyside, a Vancouver 
art dealer acting as agent for the 
owner, said in an interview Mon¬ 
day the owner was firm on the ask¬ 
ing price of $1.3 million, and had 
also refused “to sell anything less 
than the entire collection.” 

“We feel we have acted fairly. 


No private client would have re¬ 
ceived as much consideration. 
This has dragged on far too long,” 
she said. 

If the government failed to act 
before noon today, she said, she 
would accept a private bid from 
Quebec. 

Previous remarks about pos¬ 
sible U.S. interests, she said, had 
come from another art dealer 
whom she subsequently “threw 
out of the gallery.” 

As an art dealer, she said, she 
wasn’t used to “dilly-dallying 
around.” Instead, she preferred 
clients who made up their minds 
quickly. ’That was her approach 
and she expected it of others. 

“I’ve even been jeopardizing my 
own position by giving the govern¬ 
ment preferential treatment,” she 
said. 


With a parting shot at the pro¬ 
vincial government and Provin¬ 
cial Secretary Evan Wolfe, who 
has been handling the matter, 
Keenlyside said: “We’re not talk¬ 
ing about used cars, we’re talk¬ 
ing about part of our national 
heritage.” 

Victoria Aid. Robin Blencoe, 
Who’s been pressuring the govern¬ 
ment to buy the collection, said he 
was disappointed with Wolfe’s ac¬ 
tions. 

“I’ve had a lot of conversations 
with people in the arts community 
these past few days, and from 
everything I can gather, the col¬ 
lection sh^d stay intact,” Blen¬ 
coe said. 

“It’s not a question of whether 
we have already several paintings 
of this or that period. It’s a ques¬ 
tion of keeping collection intact,” 
he said. 


There was also the question of a 
private donor, a Victoria woman 
who has pledged to contribute 
$700,000 toward the purchase 
price, provided she can keep one 
painting. 

To keep the collection in B.C., 
preferably in Victoria, and to take 
advantage of the generous dona¬ 
tion, Blencoe once again urged the 
government to buy the entire col¬ 
lection. 

“True, it’s a lot of money, but 
the spinoffs will also be consider¬ 
able,” Blencoe said. 

“’This collection will bring peo¬ 
ple to Victoria. There will be bene¬ 
fits. It will be a tourist attraction,” 
he added. 

Wolfe was not available for 
comment. 


500 petition 
for safer

Almost 500 petitioners 
.seeking a safer crosswalk at 
the scene of two recent Oak 
Bay pedestrian fatalities 
won immediate success 
Monday night. 

Committee B of the Oak 
Bay council agreed to up¬ 
grade markings on the 
crosswalk and to investigate 
installing a flashing green 
light at the Elgin and Oak 
Bay Avenue site. 

As well, a temporary 
crosswalk warning sign will 
be erected. 

The committee heard 
from Oak Bay chief con¬ 
stable LB. Bailey that the 
crosswalk was “very poorly 
marked” with two white 
,lines across the road instead 
of a full zebra crossing. It 
was used by shoppers, old 
folk and students. Street 
lighting in the area was also 
"not truly adequate.” 

However, he said even 
with two recent fatalities at 


the intersection, it was not 
deemed a high accident cor¬ 
ner. 

The police chief also noted 
that Oak Bay had no jay¬ 
walking bylaw, and this was 
proving a problem not just at 
the intepection but in other 
areas of the municipality. 

Although he was not rec¬ 
ommending such a bylaw, 
the chief said further public 
education was needed about 
the dangers of jaywalking. 

When a member of tbe 
public urged a jaywalking 
bylaw. Aid. Peter Bunn said 
the lack of such a law was 
part of the uniqueness of Oak 
Bay, but he agreed that 
council wanted to keep its 
people alive to enjoy this 
uniqueness. 

Aid. Neil Swainson 
gained full support of the 
three-member committee in 
moving tbe crosswalk be up¬ 
graded and a flashing light 
be investigated.

At that 
point the board will post 
signs on the school, notifying 
the public that enrolment is 
closed. 


Shareholders of the financially-plagued 
Racquet Club of Victoria voted 94 per cent 
Monday in favor of dissolving the recrea¬ 
tional facility. 

A motion authorizing the board of direc¬ 
tors to sell, lease or otherwise dispose of 
the cluh assets passed by an overwhelming 
majority^l4 to 28 opposed. 

Negotiations have already begun with 
Saanich, the provincial government and 
University of Victoria over possible pur¬ 
chase, a grim-faced president Donald 
Francis told an audience estimated at 
700. 

“I’m mildly encouraged at the reaction 
of these groups,” he said. 

Total indebtedness of the Racquet Club 
of Victoria Holding (owner of the Gor¬ 
don Head Road building) at Sept. 30 was 
$834,000. 

“Although the motion reads like a mo¬ 
tion to close our club, it is in fact the only 
hope we have to keep it open,” Francis 
said. 

“We must have your approval to ap¬ 
proach any group or individual that may 
be interested or capable of operating this 
facility as a recreational complex.” 

He said one meeting had been held with 
the province and another was scheduled. 
A meeting had been held with Saanich and 
there had been exploratory discussions 
with the university. 

Francis said the club’s finances were the 
fundamental issue facing the board this 
year. 

He apologized to members for what he 
said had b^n a “management-by-crisis 
method of running the affairs of our 
club.” 

Despite what had been accomplished 
regarding revenue increases and cost-cut¬ 
ting within the club, the deficit still per¬ 
sist^, he noted. 


“Alas, with rising interest costs, with a 
fluctuating membership, with a cash po¬ 
sition in constant peril, our very solvency 
on a day-to-day basis, even the most op- 
tomistic of our group must now realize that 
our club is not economically viable and 
the financial burdens are such that we 
must seek alternatives to our present 
club structure in order to preserve the 
property and its facilities for continued re¬ 
creational use,” he said. 

Francis said although members might 
make recommendations and plans to con¬ 
tinue operations, “the facts are that our 
club needs a major transfusion of cash 
immediately, and a whopping increase in 
dues and revenues just to maintain the 
status quo.” 

He recommended separation of the RCV 
Holdings and the RCV Society. 

Two amendments were defeated before 
a secret ballot was held on the motion. 

A financial breakdown by treasurer Ian 
Cairns showed the club had only operated 
one year in the black in its 13 years of 
operation. 

The RCVH was owed $165,000 in unpaid 
rent for the last five years by the tenant, he 
said, adding that this had now been written 
off as a bad debt. 

“We will be unable to meet our next 
mortgage payment of $10,000 on Dec. 15. he 
said, noting that the club had not paid last 
month’s mortgage until Dec. 6. 

“’The company is insolvent,” he said. 
“It’s not economically viable any longer, 
and unless the tenant can come up with a 
miracle to find solvency, we are dead.” 

If the shareholders did not give the 
directors power to take immediate action, 
“then a receiver appointed by the mort¬ 
gage company—Victoria Public Savings 
Cr^it Union—will do it for us. That’s the 
position we are in,” Cairns said. 


Human rights promoters 
censured by conference 


A resolution censuring the 
B.C. Human Rights Com¬ 
mission was pas^ by the 
majority of participants at 
a three-day human rights 
conference that ended Sun¬ 
day in Vancouver. 

Victoria Human Rights 
Coalition spokesman Tish 
Lakes said Monday the reso¬ 
lution, passed at the closing 
session, also condemned the 
present Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment and former labor 
minister Allan Williams, 
who was responsible for the 
10 men and two women on 
tbe commission. 

Williams was made attor¬ 
ney-general in a recent cabi¬ 
net shuffle. The new labor 
minister is^ack Heinrich. 

The commission earlier 
this year apologized for re¬ 


marks some members made 
about women and homosex¬ 
uals at a public commission 
meeting on April 3. 

Lakes said the resolution 
was: 

• ’That the present B.C. 
government and the former 
labor minister be con¬ 
demned for appointing peo¬ 
ple without ad^uate experi¬ 
ence in positive action on 
human rights. 

• 'Hiat they also be con¬ 
demned for appointing peo¬ 
ple publicly known to have 
opposed tbe implementation 
of sections of the Human 
Rights Code. 

• ’That the commission be 
censured for public com¬ 


ments violating the spirit of 
the code or for having sal 
silently while those remarks 
were being made by mem 
bers of the commission. 

Lakes said a resolution 
was also passed that the 
commission take positive 
steps, “beyond expressing 
good intentions,” to state 
publicly what amendments 
it will propose to the Human 
Rights Code in the coming 
legislative session, and what 
educational programs it 
plans to endorse. 

The present commission 
was appointed in August. 
1978, and is responsible for 
human rights education and 
promoting human rights 
awareness. 


School tax rate climbs 


’The school tax rate in the Saanich school district will 
rise by more than six mills next year, preliminary esti¬ 
mates by the district indicate. 

A report tabled at a school board meeting Monday esti¬ 
mated that the mill rate for school purposes would climb 
by 14 per cent, up to 50.88 mills from the 1979 rate of 
44.62 mills. 

An increase In the basic education levy by the pro¬ 
vincial government accounts for 2.5 mills of the 6.26 
mill Increase. The increase in the basic education levy, 
charged in every school district, means the provincial 
government will actually pay the district $215,000 less 
in grants than it paid last year, although the school 
district’s gross budget will rise by more than 14 per 
cent. 

“The provincial government is transferring all of 
the increase in the budget to the local homeowner,” 
trustee (Jerry Kristianson said. “The province has not 
picked up its share of inflation.” 

The estimates show a dramatic shift in the ratio by 
which school costs are shared between local taxpayers and 
the provincial government. In 1979 the province paid 47.46 


per cent of tbe district budget; next year it will pay less than 
40 per cent and tbe district’s share will top 60 per cent for 
the first time. 

School board secretary-treasurer Ross Ingram noted 
that the school district did not benefit at all from an 
increase of 67 students this (all. Enrolment for each 
school Is calculated on 20-pupll instructional units, or 
fractions of instructional units, and pattern of enrol¬ 
ment increases was such that no new instructional units, 
which affect the size of the provincial government’s 
contribution, were gained. 

“If we had gotten the (our instructional units we should 
have with 67 more students, it would have made a differ¬ 
ence of a mill,” Ingram not^. 

While trustee Jack Armstrong expressed surprise at 
the mill rate increase, be noted that most homeowners 
will still pay only a small amount of school taxes this 
year, because of tbe provincial homeowner grant which 
is applied against school taxes. 

In 1979, he said, those with homes in the $50,000 range 
still did not pay any schooi taxes.
